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Silent Soviets irk Canada over fireball

OTTAWA—Canada rapped 
(he U.S.S.R. but praised U.S. 
co-operation in dealing with 
the far north emergency ra 
diation alert triggered by the 
fall front orbit early Tuesday 
of a Soviet Union nuclear- 
powered satellite. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Allan MacEachen said the So¬ 
viets never contacted Canadi- 
an authorities when they 
learned their potentially le¬ 
thal satellite had disappeared 
over Great Slave Lake in the 
Nothwest Territories. Neither

had they given advance warn¬ 
ing. 

"It would have been a good 
thing to have done, I think.” 
said MacEachen, “as far as I 
know they had not told us of 
any possibility of their satel¬ 
lite landing in Canada.” 

He said the Soviet embassy 
here had been contacted to 
determine “why we were not 


told about this, and what hap¬ 
pens now.” 

The spy satellite disinte¬ 
grated in a ball of fire seen by 
northern residents. 

U.S. and Canadian govern¬ 
ments. teaming up to check 
for radiation dangers, said 
there was little chance any 
atomic debris reached Earth. 

Warned well in advance by 
the U.S. that the small, run 


away satellite might come 
down over North America, 
the two governments sent air- 
sampling planes to make sure 
no radioactive contamination 
had occurred. 

in Washington, White 
House security adviser Zbig¬ 
niew Brzezinski said the dra 
matic flame-out had caused 
no international "crisis” and 
bad brought admirable Soviet 


co operation — a view Cana¬ 
dian officials did not share. 

Canadian and U.S. officials 
confirmed the satellite — 
number 951 in the Soviets' 
long-running Cosmos series 
and launched in September— 
w as a spy satellite designed to 
monitor the movements of 
ships and submarines. 

Hours after the Canadian 
and U.S. announcements, the 
Soviet Union broke its silence 
on the accident and stated, 
through its Tass news agency, 
the satellite "entered the al

French-only law invalid 
for courts; Ottawa elated

101 Charter 
next to go, 
says lawyer 

QUEBEC (CP) — Bill 101 , the Charter of the French 
language, was passed by the Quebec national assem¬ 
bly and assented to by the lieutenant-governor in French 
only, government officials and other sources confirmed 
Tuesday. 

The disclosure, coming on the heels of a court decision 
which ruled part of the language law unconstitutional, raises 
the possibility that the entire charter may be thrown out 
eventually by the courts. 

Chief Justice Jules Deschenes of superior court ruled 
Tuesday that Bill 101 's restrictions on the use of English in 
the courts and legislature were invalid. He did not address 
himself to the more than 200 other clauses in the law which 
give French priority in education, business and the public 
service. 

However. Deschenes noted that the British North 
America Act requires all Quebec laws to be “adopted and 
sanctioned" in both English and French. The conclusion 
drawn by many lawyers is that any law adopted only in 
French would be unconstitutional in its entirety if tested in 
court. 

It is reliably reported that the Parti Quebecois govern¬ 
ment. recognizing the legal difficulties, tried belatedly to 
get Lt.-Guv. Hugues Lapointe to sign an English version of 
the language law. but Lapointe refused. 

Government officials, however, have denied that such 
an attempt was made. 

“Up until Bill 101 all laws were presented in two lan 
guages (French and English) in the same text," said 
Andre Beaudoin, executive assistant to Camille Laurin, the 
Quebec minister who sponsored the language charter. 

“Starting with Bill 101. laws are uniquely in French," 
Beaudoin said in a telephone interview, adding that Bill 101 
itself had been adopted in this manner. 

Montreal lawyer Robert Litvack. who argued the test 
case before Deschenes, said the judgment allows anyone to 
attack the remaining parts of Bill 101. 

“The law is just sitting there on the shelf waiting to 
be plucked off." Litvack said, adding. “It's not a possibility 
it s an inevitability."

MPs were claiming a vic¬ 
tory for federalism Tuesday 
as a result of a Quebec Superi¬ 
or Court decision ruling part 
of Quebec's Charter of the 
French Language unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Marc Lalondc. federal-pro¬ 
vincial relations minister, 
said in Ottawa the ruling up¬ 
holds the right of all Que¬ 
becers to appear before the 
courts in the language of their 
choice. 

"Don't underestimate the 
significance of this decision." 


Lalonde told reporters out¬ 
side the Commons. 

The ruling by Chief Justice 
Jules Deschenes said it was 
unconstitutional for the char¬ 
ter to name French as the sole 
official language in Quebec 
courts. 

In Quebec City Justice Min¬ 
ister Marc-Andre Bedard said 
In a one-sentence statement 
issued by his Quebec City of¬ 
fice — his only comment on 
the ruling — that he has in¬ 
structed government lawyers 
to petition Quebec Court of 
Appeal to overturn the lower- 
court decision.

Bardot arrives at Council of Europe in Strasbourg, France

Dear Brigitte . . . 

Pierre defends baby-seal hunt in letter 
as European legislators press for ban 


. STRASBOURG. France (AP) - Eu 
ropean legislators recommended Tues 
day a two-year ban on the hunting 
of seal pups in Greenland following a 
debate marked by the presence of 
French actress Brigitte Bardot. 

Scandinavian members of the 20-coun 
try Council of Europe opposed the rec¬ 
ommendation on the grounds that it 
was based on false information and that 
there was no threat of the species disap¬ 
pearing. 

Miss Bardot, an active campaigner 
against animal cruelty who visited Ca 
nadian seal-hunting grounds last year, 
was invited to be present. 

Earlier Tuesday she received a letter 
from Prime Minister Trudeau who re 
' fused her call for a ban on seal hunting 
in Canada. He said the hunt “relieves a 


great deal of poverty, is carried oui 
humanely and dues not endanger the 
.species.” 

Trudeau said in his letter, delivered 
by the Canadian consul-general, that 
seals were killed in a quicker and more 
humane manner than most domestic 
animals in all the civilized world. Miss 
Bardot protested Canadian government 
wildlife protection policies in an open 
letter to Trudeau last Dec. 13. 

The council s recommendation now 
goes to the committee of foreign minis¬ 
ters for its consideration but in the last 
instance action will depend on the dcci 
sion of the Danish government. 

The Council of Europe also called for 
measures to reduce marine and coastal 
pollution and to impose curbs on im¬ 
ports of seal pup skins. 


In his judgment, Deschenes 
found that Chapter 3 of (he 
language charter contradicts 
Article 133 of the British 
North America Act. which 
allows the use of English or 
French in the Parliament of 
Canada, the Quebec legisla¬ 
ture and in the courts of Cana¬ 
da and Quebec. 

A lawyer who pleaded the 
case said the ruling could 
bring into question the legali¬ 
ty of all laws passed by the 
Parti Quebecois since the 
charter came into effect last 
year and all laws providing 
for English-only passed in 
Manitoba since 1890. 

Deschenes said Chapter 3 
“exceeds the limit of the con¬ 
stitutional competence of the 
Legislature of Quebec." 

A spokesman for Prime 
Minister Trudeau said the 
judgment came as no sur¬ 
prise. 

The prime minister had 
said last fall that the section of 
the charter dealing with the 
courts was the most vulner¬ 
able. the spokesman said. 

Lalonde said the judgment 
shows "we have in the courts 
a judicial system independent 
of the political system.” 

When Marcel Prudhommc. 
Liberal MP for the Montreal 
riding of St. Denis learned of 
the judgment, he said: “Wow. 
wow. wow." 

Lalonde said he did not ex 
pect the judgment would 
change the federal govern 
ment's tactics regarding its 
opposition to Quebec's Ian 
guage law. 

The government preferred 
that individuals challenge the 
law in courts rather than the 
government itself. 

Deschenes. in his judg 
menl. declared all seven arti 
cles of the charter's Chapters 
totally void. These deal with 
the language of legislation 
and justice as outlined in Bill 
101. adopted by the national 
assembly as the Charter of 
the French Language last 
Aug. 26. 

The chapter states that 
French is the language of leg¬ 
islation and justice in Quebec 
and that all laws shall be 
tabied. adopted and sanc¬ 
tioned in French. It also states 
that corporate entities must 
plead in Quebec courts in 
French only unless all parties 
involved agree on the use of 
English.

Ottawa tosses 
jobs initiative 
at industry 


OTTAWA (CH) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien intro¬ 
duced legislation in the Com 
mons Tuesday setting up a 
tax credit plan for corpora 
tions and said he expects in¬ 
dustry to use it to create up to 
50.000 new jobs a year.

Chretien said al a press con 
ference. 

“Now I'm giving the pri 
vate sector a chance to create 
some jobs. " 

The credit, in the form of 
deduction from taxes owing, 
will be up to $2 an hour 
for each new employee. It 
will be allowed only for new 
jobs that would not have been 
created without the incen¬ 
tive. 

Not all areas will be per 
mitted the maximum $2 an 
hour credit. The maximum 
deduction will be permitted 
only in high unemployment 
areas, which the department 
defines as those where the 
maximum 10 per-cent tax 
credit for new investment 
now is allowed. 

This means the 62 tax cred 
it rate Is confined to new jobs 
created in the Atlantic pro 
vinces and the Gaspe area of 
Quebec. Designated areas of 
Quebec. Saskatchewan, Matt 
itoba. Ontario. Alberta and 
British Columbia qualify for 
tile $1.75 rate. 

The credit counts as tax 
able income, so that small 
companies that pay lower 
corporate tax rates get more 
benefit. 

The legislation presented 
Tuesday calls for the pro 
gram to go into force March 
. 31. It will run for two years. 


Hydro rates rising 
‘few cents’ in April 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
British Columbia Hydro 
and Power Authority will 
announce increases in its 
electricity and natural gas 
rates Friday, Robert Bon¬ 
ner, chairman of the 
Crown corporation, said 
Tuesday. 

Bonner said in an inter¬ 
view that the increases. 


effective April 1. stem 
from a $120-million-dollar 
increase in costs. 

He said the electricity 
rate increase will only 
amount to “cents per 
day,” but the natural gas 
increase will be much 
larger. 

Hydro must pass on 
higher gas costs charged 


by its supplier, Westcoasl 
Transmission, said Bon¬ 
ner. 

Westeoast has been al¬ 
lowed an approximate 20- 
per-cent increase in the 
price of natural gas, effec¬ 
tive March 1. Gas that 
now costs Hydro an aver 
age 90 cents a thousand 
cubic feet will then cost 
$ 1 . 20 .

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Little chance of N-debris reaching Earth 


2-dozen ‘nukes’ 
circling Earth

WASHINGTON (UP1) — One of Ihe hazards of Ihe 
space age is that much of what goes up must eventually 
come down, and there were still 1,547 man made objects in 
Earth orbit Tuesday after the fiery return of the Soviet's 
Union's Cosmos 954 

Within an hour of the Cosmos crash in Canada, the So 
\iel Union Tuesday blasted jet another of its Cosmos sat 
ellites into space. 

The details of the latest Cosmos*— 986 — were as 
sketchy as those of the previous launchings. The official 
Tass news agency said only it would 'continue exploration 
of outer space.” 

Only a couple of dozen satellites in orbit carry nuclear 
generators such as the one aboard the ill-fated Soviet 
spacecraft that disintegrated over northwest Canada, 
louching off a North American radiation alert. 

Nuclear power is far more efficient than electrical sys¬ 
tems that draw energy from solar cells — the most com 
mon type of power generators used in satellites 

As spacecraft grow in size and complexity, more will 
need some kind of nuclear power plant 

The United Stales has launched 28 spacecraft with 
nuclear power sources All but one. however, used rela 
lively simple atomic batteries that convert the heat of the 
radioactive decay of plulonium directly into electricity 

The Sbviet satellite carried a nuclear reactor, a more 
complex and far more productive device that converts 
the heat of controlled atomic fission — atom splitting — 
into electricity. 

Benjamin Heberman of the National Security Council 
said Cosmos 954 was fed by 100 pounds of uranium 235 

Only one American satellite carries such a reactor — an 
air force spacecraft called Snapshot, launched In 1905 
and now circling Earth in an orbit high enough lo keep it up 
for 1.000 years. 

Snapshot's reactor, which used 25 pounds of uranium 
235. generated 500 w alts for 43 days before a voltage regula 
lor problem shut it down. 

Huberman said the Soviets have launched at least nine 
other reactor powered satellites. But in all the other 
cases, after the mission was completed, a rocket pushed 
the radioactive section into a higher orbit where thgy will 
stay for 500 lo 1.000 years. \ 

A malfunction prevented the Soviet control centre Tmm 
boosting the Cosmos 954's reactor module into Ihe higher 
orbit. 


mosphere over northern Can 
ada and ceased to exist.'' 

Tass said the satellite suf- 
fered sudden, apparently un¬ 
explained depressurization 
problems on Jan 6 and began 
descending uncontrollably 
from its planned orbit 

The dispatch acknowledged 
the satellite carried "a small 
nuclear non-explosive unil In¬ 
tended as an energy source 
for Ihe instruments on 
board." but said it posed no 
danger lo human beings. 

"The energy unit was de¬ 
signed in such a way as to be 
fully destroyed and burned in 
entering the dense layers of 
the atmosphere." Tass said 

U S. and Canadian officials 
said the power source was a 
cubical reactor powered by 
about 100 pounds of uranium 
235. which converted heat to 
electricity. They said the 
reactor would almost surely 
burn out harmlessly as the 
satellite plunged from orbit 

"Chances were 98 per cent 
that it dissipated as it fell 
through the atmosphere. 
Defence Minister Barney 
Danson told a news confer 
ence. 

"We have been advised that 
Ihedangerof radialion fallout 
is minimal. " 

But Danson also indicated 
the Russians communicated 
all their warnings about Ihe 
falling satellite to Washing 
ton. not Ottawa. He said Can 
ada would hold the Soviets 
liable lor any contamination 
damage. 

"Communication with Ihe 
Soviets has not been great." 
Danson said. "But there has 
been nothing hidden by the 

Soviets." 

Prime Minister Trudeau, 
who received an early morn¬ 
ing telephone call from Pre 
sident Carter, told the House 
of Commons that Canadian 
military authorities had been 
on alert for a week, some 
provincial officials had been 
informed of the danger, but he 
did not warn "every square 
inch" of theTonntry that the 
satellite might crash. 

Danson toid reporters later 
that early predictions about 
the timing and location of the

try. it is up to them to move 
their convictions into the Ca¬ 
nadian political reality. But. 
until that day. it is the present 
constitution that the court 
must Pfcad. interpret and 
apply.”

BRISTOL. England (AP) 
— Hall the Western world’s 
illegal supply of the halluci¬ 
natory drug LSD was made 
by a university-educated 
gang operating from a Welsh 
farmhouse and a villa in the 
west London suburb of 
Twickenham, a prosecutor 
said in court Tuesday. 

Prosecuting attorney Ian 
Kennedy said the amount of 
LSD made by the gang would 
be worth up to $232.8 million 
at street prices. 

He said one kilogram of the 
basic ingredient costing $5,- 
820 could produce one million 
doses worth $329,800 at "fac¬ 
tory-gate” prices and one 
British pound ($1.94) a dose 
on the street. 

Kennedy said the drug op¬ 
eration was built on the pur¬ 
chase over several years of 15 
kilos of the basic ingredient, 
ergotamine tartrate, from a 
Swiss company, and supplies 
were believed stored in a 
Swiss bank for use when re¬ 
quired. 

Opening the prosecution 
case against two men and two 
women accused at Bristol 
Crown Court of conspiring to 
supply LSD. Kennedy said 
the gang was smashed in 
Britain's biggest-ever police 
operation, employing 800 offi¬ 
cers for 12 months and a team 
of scientists for six years. 
The special force swooped 
last March on 87 homes 
throughout Britain, and over¬ 
night shut down the drug 
ring, Kennedy said. 

The four defendants, who 
pleaded not guilty, are house¬ 
wife .lanice Spencclev. 28; of¬ 
fice worker ^Monica Kenyon, 
20; teacher'Martin Annable. 
29. and student David Todd, 
23. \

Kennedy said the gang in¬ 
cluded other persons, who 
are involved in separate pro¬ 
secutions connected with the 
case. He named Andrew 
Munro. allegedly the gang's 
chemist. 

The prosecutor said the in¬ 
vestigation dated to 1971, 
when government scientists 
began monitoring LSD seized 
In police operations. The tab¬ 
lets were compared with tab¬ 
lets recovered by police 
forces in other countries, 
until the scientists were sa¬ 
tisfied much of the drug was 
coming from one source. 

Kennedy said LSD was now 
in short supply, and tablets 
that once cost $1.94 each now 
went for $9.70 to $15.50.

PQ servants on list 


MONTREAL (CP) - The 
RCMP security service con¬ 
ducted a survey of Parti Que- 
becois members working in 
the federal government dur¬ 
ing the early 1970s, an RCMP 
document says. 

But a senior Mountie was 
unsure enough about the sur¬ 
vey's accuracy to recom¬ 
mend authorization of a raid, 
named Operation Ham, in¬ 
volving the theft of computer 
tapes containing PQ mem¬ 
bership lists, it says. 

The document was tabled 
Tuesday at a hearing of the 
Keable commission investi¬ 
gating RCMP wrongdoing. 
Inspector Alcide Yelle, a se¬ 
nior anti-terrorist officer at 
the time of the raid, was 
grilled about RCMP surveil¬ 
lance of the PQ. 

Echoing two previous 
RCMP witnesses, Yelle in¬ 
sisted that the Mounties' pri¬ 
mary interest in the party 
resulted from concern that 


the Front de Liberation du 
Quebec and other "extrem¬ 
ists" or "radicals" were in¬ 
filtrating PQ ranks in 1971-72. 

"It was not the Parti Que- 
becois which interested us. 
but the extremists who had 
infiltrated the Parti Quebo- 
cois," he said, adding that he 
had only a vague Idea of the 
number of infiltrators. 

But under aggressive ques¬ 
tioning by commission law¬ 
yer Michel Decary. he con¬ 
ceded that the security ser¬ 
vice had a broader inter¬ 
est in uncovering "infiltra¬ 
tion" by PQ members of the 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments and educational in¬ 
stitutions. 

"It was necessary to know 
where they were, in case the 
radicals in the party were 
influencing these persons,” 
he said. "We had to try to 
identify them." 

When asked how great ex¬ 
tremist influence was, Yelle 


said he was not sure, adding. 
"Maybe these questions 
should be posed to Mr. 
(Rene) Levesque.” 

Decary tabled a Nov. 14, 
1972, letter in which another 
Mountie, Inspector Joseph 
Nowlan, recommended ap¬ 
proval in principle for Opera¬ 
tion Ham. 

The request was granted 
the same day by Chief Supt. 
Howard Draper, deputy 
director of the security ser¬ 
vice. This paved the way for 
the Jan. 9,1973, raid in which 
the tapes were taken from the 
computer room of a publish¬ 
ing firm, copied and then sur¬ 
reptitiously returned. 

In the letter. Nowlan wrote 
that the RCMP's anti-terror¬ 
ist operation "confines its in¬ 
terest in the PQ to its use as a 


vehicle by revolutionaries or 
agents of a foreign power." 

But he added: 

“Of concern also are the 
incursions made by Pe- 
quistes (PQ members) into 
all levels of government. A 
recent survey done by our G 
operations (section) revealed 
that there are 235 Pequistes 
holding positions within our 
federal government depart¬ 
ments. Our information in 
this area is so limited that the 
survey is considered to be 
less than 50 per cent accurate 
and that the actual figure 
may be much higher." 

The security service was 
also concerned about RCMP 
officers who were PQ mem 
bers, because of the possible 
terrorist influence in the 
party, Yelle said.

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Ottawa’s books 
out of kilter 


PRIME MINISTER TRUDEAU'S defence of his 
government's current economic policies and his 
declaration that they were stimulating growth 
will elicit considerable surprise among Cana¬ 
dians — most of whom have not been aware, in 
the first instance, that his Liberal administra¬ 
tion had any such policies, current or otherwise, 
and in the second, that It had done anything to 
promote growth other than in the fields of unem¬ 
ployment and inflation. 

Before Mr. Trudeau or any other member of 
his government attempts to pretend that Ottawa 
is actively working to Improve our economic 
situation, some facts and figures should be pro¬ 
duced and some explanations forthcoming. It 
should not be enough to expect that a couple of 
insignificant statistics relating to the last quar¬ 
ter of 1977 and the number of housing starts will 
be accepted as an indication that the nation's 
financial health is improving at a great and 
remarkable rate. 

In looking at the overall picture, it is inter¬ 
esting to consider U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter’s $500 billion estimated budget for 1979. 
This vast proposed expenditure not only shook 
the citizens of that country but shocked the rest 
of the world as well. International economists 
reacted with horror to the fact that this budget 
will result in a deficit almost as high as the 
record 1976 deficit of $62 billion. 

Mr.Trudeau’s 1977-78 budget now stands at 
$44.5 billion with an estimated deficit of $9.2 
billion. On a per capita basis, Canada is not that 
far off this year what Mr. Carter proposes for 
the United States next year. If the Trudeau 
budget >ere calculated on the basis of the 
American population, our budget for the current 
fiscal period would be $445 billion and our ex¬ 
pected deficit $92 billion — $32 billion more than 
the all-time record American deficit. 

When we consider the role the United States 
is playing and must continue to play in leading 
and defending the whole Western world and then 
compare its cost projection against present Ca¬ 
nadian expenditures, something seems to be 
badly out of kilter. Mr. Trudeau, perhaps? 


About our 
animal urges 


THERE WAS A TIME when animals were killed 
because their pelts were needed for cloth¬ 
ing. Those days are long gone throughout most of 
the world, but there is still a fur industry — 
surviving on fashion and habit. 

A recent letter to the editor on the aims of 
the Association for the Protection of Fur Bearing 
Animals, (which last year established a Victoria 
chapter) explained that this group is no collec¬ 
tion of ‘’bleeding hearts" but is, instead, dedicat¬ 
ed to ending use of the cruel leghold trap. 

Fine — but hasn't the day arrived when we, 
all of us, the consumers, should abandon the fur 
industry, this outdated enterprise which has 
countless animals raised or trapped just to 
meet the fashion? 

Does concern for animals which are killed 
just for their pelts brand people as “bleeding 
hearts?” If it does, maybe being a bleeding heart 
isn't such a bad thing. 

Are there reasons for wearing furs, in 
Victoria for example, other than for fashion? 
Are furs warmer, cheaper, handsomer, more 
durable than anything else? Some furs may be 
more fashionable, to be sure. Mink, it seems, is 
always in high fashion. So mink are raised in 
, cages on farms and clubbed when their pelts are 
prime. For the same reason, beaver are 
drowned by traps in their ponds, seal are 
slaughtered on the ice floes, even squirrels are 
collected, to be peeled and sewn together into 
coats. 

Yet there are splendid fake furs on the 
market today and a variety of other quality 
fabrics. If trapping for furs was abandoned, 
there would still be a wealth of leather from 
animals raised for meat. 

It is not the trapper or furrier who keep the 
fur market going. It is — us. Because we keep 
buying. Maybe not mink stoles, but fur for the 
lining of our gloves, fur for the collar of our cloth 
coats. 

There would be no quicker way to end 
this sorry business than to dry up ihe ifiarket. 
That can only be done by consumers — meaning 
each of us — and It is something we have to keep 
in mind every time we stroll past the store 
counters. Old habits die hard. 

There is a little limerick which may help you 
remember, if you want to:

OTTAWA — If money means any 
thing, this should be a best seller. 

It's the annual report in The Canada 
Gazette of the Finance Department of 
what surely by now must be the millions 
— perhaps even hundreds of millions — 
of unclaimed dollars held in trust by the 
Bank of Canada for thousands of people 
who seem to have forgotten they've left 
money In the chartered banks g, 

Unclaimed money in accounts, most 
of them dating back 10 years, but a few 
for much longer. 

All of them listed by the depositor's 
name and address, last entry In the de 
posit, the amount and even name and 
location of the branch bank where the 
forgotten money rests undisturbed. 

There are an average 50 names on 
each of 548 pages, which makes for 
nearly 30.000 absent-minded Canadians 
who apparently have more on their 
minds than money. 

The list is issued annually and at the 
end jof each year the funds are turned 
over by the chartered banks to the Bank 
of Canada to await — on presentation of 
documents supporting the claim — w iftt- 
drawal by negligent depositors. 

This sort of thing has been going on 
for years — for at least 40 years to ha 
personal about it. 


And 40 times 30.000 people who have 
other things on their minds than money 
makes 1.200.000 forgetful depositors 

Personal, because having come 
down to Ottawa from North Bay, Ed 
monton. Windsor, Sudbury. Toledo and 
points in between in 1040, it must have 
been just 10 years later that I chanced 
upon this remarkable "Catalogue of 
Forgotten Funds." 

And there, listed under the name 
Richard Jackson, in the North Bay Main 
Street branch of the Bank of Nova Sco- 
tia was an amount of $217.

A compact of 
both Communist parties and 
small leftist groups might fa¬ 
cilitate the ouster of the 
Congress Party from power 
in Kerela.

cancc for the Janata Party 
because, in addition to West 
Bengal, Tamil Nadu, Naga¬ 
land and Punjab have re¬ 
jected both Janata and 
Congress parties in favor of 
local ones or the 
Communists. 

Observers say this repre¬ 
sents nothing more than pop 
ular disenchantment in these 
states with Janata Party 
rule. Although the party 
began with a large fund of 
public good will when it took 
office 10 months ago. its rec 
ord is rated by many as far 
from impressive. 

For example, it has been 
slow in implementing its 
pledge to dismantle^the au 
thoritarian machinery left 
over from Mrs. Gandhi's 
rule. Furthermore, it has 
been preoccupied with expo¬ 
sure of Mrs. Gandhi's abuses 
of power during the emer¬ 
gency and charges of corrup¬ 
tion against her. And it has 
not been able to check infla¬ 
tion or contain labor and stu¬ 
dent unrest. 

Law and order have de¬ 
teriorated and political nepo¬ 
tism and bureaucratic and 
ministerial corruption — fea¬ 
tures of the past — are widely 
thought to continue. There 
has been no letup in unem¬ 
ployment during the first 
nine months of Its rule. 

These and other problems 
of the Janata Party govern¬ 
ment may well cost it dearly 
in elections next month to 
assemblies in the six states 
the Congress Party still 
controls. 

Mrs. Gandhi's action iji 
splitting her party should 
help the Janata Party in the 
February elections. But there 
is little doubt its image has 
dimmed. Commentators are 
saying that the euphoria of 
March, 1977, has given way to 
a mood of anxiety among the 
people.

LONDON — First, the 
(relatively) good news: The 
mass slaughter of Cambo¬ 
dians who were connected in 
any way with the old regime 
seems to have ended. Either 
they went to their mass 
graves many months ago, or 
they have learned to hide 
themselves amongst the 
masses. The number of Cam 
bodians being murdered by 
their government has almost 
certainly averaged less than 
a hundred a day throughout 
1977. 

Now, the bad news: The 
wholesale slaughter of people 
may have stopped, but the 
killing of Cambodian culture 
is still pursued with an enthu¬ 
siasm that puts the most ex¬ 
treme phase of China's Cul¬ 
tural Revolution in the shade. 

Finally, the pseudo-news: 
Since the publication last 
March of the book “Murder 
of a Gentle Land” by two 
Reader’s Digest writers, 
John Barron and Anthony 
Paul, the Cambodian govern¬ 
ment has been bitterly (and 
belatedly) denounced for 
carrying out what amounts to 
self-genocide. 

All the information has 
been gleaned from Cambo¬ 
dian refugees in Thailand, 
because no journalists have 
been allowed in the country 
since Phnom Penh fell on 
April 17, 1975. Nevertheless, a 
figure of 1.2 million dead 
(taken from the Barron and 
Paul book) has rapidly be¬ 
come established for the gen 
ocide. Although those authors 
guess that only perhaps 
100.000 of that total were exe¬ 
cutions, the total of 1.2 mil 
lion people is now widely ae 
cepted as having been deli¬ 
berately killed by the Cambo¬ 
dian Communists. 

The Cambodian govern¬ 
ment is, beyond any question, 
a body of idealistic reformers 
— and also a wicked, inhu 
man, sickeningly brutal orga¬ 
nization which counts human 
life as less than nothing. (The 
road to Hell Is indeed paved 
with good intentions). But the 
forms taken by Western con¬ 
cern in the past year are 
deeply suspect. 

There are a lot of people in 
the West, and especially the 
U.S., who would dearly love 
some confirmation that there 
was something truly wicked 
about the enemy they once 
opposed in Indochina. If the 
Vietnamese disobligingly fail 
to provide the predicted 
bloodbath, the Cambodians 
will have to do. Therefore, 
the figure of 1.2 million dead. 

Even if that figure is 
roughly right, the vast major 
ity of those people died of 
starvation and disease in the 
year after the take-over, 
when the three million resi¬ 
dents of the war-swollen 
cities were driven back to the 
land to grow their own food. 
(Barron and Paul actually al¬ 
lege only 190,000 executions). 

The reason the cities and 
towns were emptied out may 
have been partly that the vic¬ 
torious Khmer Rouge feared 
that they could not control 
large masses in the urban 
areas. But the main reason 
was certainly food shortages; 
by U.S. figures the two mil¬ 
lion people in Phnom Penh 
had eight days’ rice supplies 
left when the capital fell. It 
was estimated in Washington 
at the time that a million 
Cambodians might starve to 



death when U,S. food ship 
ments ended. 

And why were half the peo¬ 
ple of Cambodia in the towns 
dependent on airlifted U.S. 
food supplies while much of 
the country's agricultural 
land had gone out of use? 
Because they had taken re¬ 
fuge from the war that began 
with the U.S.-backed coup in 
1970 and, above all, from U.S. 
bombing: between March 
and August 1973 alone, the 
tonnage of American bombs 
dropped on Cambodia ex¬ 
ceeded by 50 per cent the 
total dropped on Japan in the 
Second World War. 

When Phnom Penh fell and 
U.S. aid ended, the people 
had to go back to the country¬ 
side and grow food or starve. 


A lot of them did starve 
(although nobody really 
knows how many) and in Sep¬ 
tember 1975, party leader and 
Prime Minister Pol Pot ad¬ 
mitted that 80 per cent of the 
population was suffering 
from malaria. A much 
smaller, although still large 
number of people, was killed 
due to their former jobs or 
class origins. 

The worst is nova over. Pol 
Pot has won tbe power strug 
gle that began in September 
1976. The border fighting w ith 
Vietnam and Thailand has 
died down and enough food is 
being grown to feed every¬ 
body a meagre ration. The 
regime feels secure enough to 
ease off the killing. 

It is a dreadful thing to fall 
Into the hands of such coldly 
fanatical rulers, determined 
to wipe out all the religious 
and cultural traditions and 
even the family life of an 
entire nation within a matter 
of years. 

No wonder that while Viet¬ 
namese boat-people seek re 
fuge in all the nations of 
South-East Asia, some 60,000 
Cambodian refugees have ac¬ 
tually fled to Vietnam.

WARDING OFF or fighting the common cold 
remains one of the great battles of mankind. The 
remedies are many, they are often weird and wonder¬ 
ful. When I was a lad, one old wives* tale insisted that a 
garlic clove hung around your neck would ward off 
colds. All it actually did was leave you with a very 
smelly neck. Liberal doses of cod liver oil did nothing 
for colds, but probably did something for sufferers of 
arthritis and bursitis. 

The common cold Is still very big in the ailment 
business, but has given way, to an extent, to the exotic 
flu viruses that have been epidemic in the last few 
years. Outbreaks of A-Hong Kong flu, A-Texas flu, 
A-Victoria flu and now, the long dormant Russian flu. 
have struck and killed thousands. The pharmaceutical 
empires rush vaccines into the fray, but what is more 
important to them from a financial standpoint, they 
also push their standard cold and flu-fighting reme¬ 
dies. Now. I discover that many of the well-known and 
often-trusted remedies cannot accomplish the job they 
purport to accomplish. 

It seems that better than $1 billion a year is spent 
by North Americans to defeat the common cold virus. 
There is a Canadian medical research grdup called 
C.H. and Z. Ltd., which has researched the use of such 
remedies. In Canada, more than 60 per cent of the 
households use various forms.of cold remedies. Fully 
75 per cent use cough medicine and 35 per cent use 
nasal sprays. 

f 

HOW EFFECTIVE are they? Dr. Murray Katz of 
Toronto sees very little in the way of honest relief 
through most of the remedies. He also states that 
many of the remedies on the market, not only fail to do 
the advertised job, but can result in severe adverse 
reactions, especially in children. 

Most of the over-the-counter remedies receive 
massive advertising buildups. We are bombarded with 
messages extolling the merits of this spray, that 
decongestant, etc. How do they stand up in actual 
performance? 

Dristan. Dr. Katz notes that Dristan advertising 
claims it contains the decongestant most commonly 
prescribed by doctors. The reference is to pheny¬ 
lephrine, but actually, most doctors recommend this 
in the form of a nasal spray and not too often as part of 
an oral preparation the likes of Dristan. Incidentally, 
no one can really say if it is the most commonly 
prescribed. 

Sinutab. Advertising makes it out as a specific for 
sinus, or for sinus symptoms accompanying colds. 
Sinutab. however, is not a sinus treatment and, in fact, 
no different than many other straight cold prepara¬ 
tions. Decongestants do not remove congestion. They 
merely act to constrict tiny blood vessels in the area of 
inflamation. When the remedy wears off, the blood 
vessels dilate again and could leave the area more 
congested than in the first place. They are temporary 
help at best. 

Many anti-cough syrups are on the counters. Dr. 
Katz views them with some alarm. He says Vicks 
Formula 41, which contains a strong antihistamine 
and 10 per cent alcohol, is a sedative and not a cold 
remedy. He discounts Buckley’s Mixture as remedy 
with no ability to help cough sufferers and he also 
takes careful aim at remedies such as Baby’s Own 
Cough Syrup and Otravin. He claims ingredients in 
Baby's Own are not good for the cough or the baby and 
in the case of Otravin. (nasal drops stamped “pediat¬ 
ric”) it is actually stronger than some nasal drops 
used by adults. 


WHAT ABOUT the old standby, Vicks Vaporub? 
This is one of the many remedies containing menthol 
and/or camphor and Katz claims they can be irritants 
to not only the nasal passages, but the lungs as well. 
Camphor acts as a skin irritant and yet for more years 
than I care to recall, one method of fighting colds in 
children, was to rub the child with vaporub and then 
cover the area with warm cloth. Katz says this is 
potentially dangerous in that fevered children need to 
have their skin cooled and left open to the air. 

Much money is spent advertising NyQuil as a cold 
remedy, whereas, it is a strong sleep producer con¬ 
taining 25 per cent alcohol, plus an antihistamine, 
doxylamine, which, Katz states, is milligram-per-mil- 
ligram, a stronger sedative than some narcotic drugs. 

He takes aim at mouth washes like Listerine and 
says simple salt water gargle is far less irritating to 
the throat, and, of course, far cheaper. Listerine, 
incidentally, was told by the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission to advertise a disclaimer — “Contrary to 
prior advertising of Listerine, Listerine will not pre¬ 
vent or cure colds or sore throats and Listerine will not 
be beneficial in the treatment of cold symptoms or 
sore throats.” 

In the case of flu, the recommendation is to see 
your doctor for appropriate anti biotic treatment. For 
colds, well, maybe that old bit about the garlic clove 
hanging around the neck is as good as anything — 
except for the odor. Tomorrow, what some doctors 
prescribe in the treatment of the common cold.

He never gave u p 

Happy warrior 
is remembered 
as ‘great man’ 


The Monitor’s Washington bureau chief has 
covered the political career of Hubert H. Humphrey 
over 25 years. The following stems from a recent 
conversation with him.

As Hubert Humphrey moved across the hotel 
lobby to join a group of reporters for breakfast, he 
stopped the newsman who was escorting him in and 
said, “I would like to say something to you.” 

“You must never, never give up,” he stressed. 

“I learned very early that life is eternal. I believe 
this. I believe there is no end to the human spirit.” 

By this time we had reached our seats and, since 
there were a few minutes left before the 8 a.m. starting 
time, we continued to talk, privately. 
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“You know.” he said, “everyone always writes 
that the closest I came to becoming president was In 
1968 (when Richard Nixon nosed him out by a handful 
of votes). But the way I look at it, 1960 was my best 
chance — and when I came closest.” 

In 1960 John F. Kennedy ousted Humphrey in 
the Democratic primaries. But Humphrey always 
believed that had he won the* Wisconsin and West 
Virginia primaries, he would have put Senator Ken¬ 
nedy out of the running and gone on to gain the 
nomination and the presidency. 

And he felt that, rightfully, he should have won 
these two contests. 

Senator Humphrey thought the Republican cross¬ 
over vote from Roman Catholics who had cast their 
ballots for Joseph McCarthy in previous elections gave 
Senator Kennedy the edge in the Wisconsin primary. 


And he was convinced that a sizable amount of 
Kennedy money had “bought” the election in West 
Virginia — that is, that Kennedy people had paid key 
Democratic politicians in that state to get out the vote 
for the Massachusetts senator. 

But Hubert Humphrey never held grudges. He 
campaigned hard and long for Senator Kennedy in the 
fall of 1960. 

By this time it was 8 a m. and the senator was. as 
was his custom, joshing with reporters around the 
table. "I feel good,” he said. “Let’s get going.” 

And from then on he launched into discussing the 
leading issues of the day with the same expertness and 
clarity of expression that alw ays marked a Humphrey 
appearance. 

Little wonder that over the years Humphrey had 
been on “Meet the Press" more than any other public 
figure. 

Why was Humphrey always in the “news” — very 
often out on page one? Why were reporters always 
talking to him and writing about him. every since he 
first bounded onto the national scene as a young 
Minneapolis mayor who was espousing civil rights? 

The answer is partly the Humphrey ebullience, 
partly his impressive intellect, partly his great depth 
of knowledge on every aspect of government, partly 
his accessibility to the press, and partly his love of 
being on stage — right in the middle of what w as going 
on. 

He often told this reporter. “I love a good fight.” 
But by this he never meant that he liked to be 
pugnacious or mean. He meant he liked to be an 
advocate of what he deemed a good cause and he 
enjoyed the ensuing struggle. 



Humphrey: a man with a heart 


My first interview with Humphrey was in the 
mid-1950s. It was after a long day of following the 
indefatigable Hubert through the snows of Minnesota 
on some now-forgotten political mission. (Doubtless he 
was out campaigning for someone else, as he so often 
did.) 

It was about 1 a.m., irv a room in Humphrey'^ 
favorite Minneapolis hotel. He showed up in pyjamas. 
There was just the two of us. 

He talked as if he had known me forever. And tve 
talked until nearly daylight. I was exhausted. I finally 
excused myself, but only after we had taltdpd for 
another half hour as we stood at the door opening into 
the hall. 

That, too, was an essential part of the Humphrey 
personality — talk. He could be the most interesting 
talker in politics. Or he could talk so long he would 
wear out his listeners. 


Before sitting dow n to write this I have walked for 
a couple of hours in the snow, thinking about this giant 
of a man. 

Neighbors were out shovelling. Most of them were 
avowed Republicans. But they were all saying such 
things as, “Have yod heard about Hubert? Sad news 
... I sometimes disagreed with him — but he was a 
great man.” 

One neighbor who, I know, would have been 
adamantly and vociferously opposed to everything the 
Minnesotan stood for, said, “You know, I was late in 
seeing it — but Humphrey was a man w ith a heart.” 

The verdict on Hubert Humphrey is coming in. It 
^points in one direction — that he will be remembered 
as a man with a heart, a man who really cared about 
his fellow man and who devoted his life to bettering the 
lives of those around him, particularly those w ho w ere 
in need.

TOKYO (CP) - Canadian 
exporters of maple syrup and 
rye whisky may benefit from 
Japanese moves to lower im¬ 
port duties. External Affairs 
Minister Don Jamieson was 
told Tuesday. 

A spokesman said that Jap¬ 
anese Foreign Minister 
Sunao Sonoda also assured 
Jamieson that Japan had Ca 
nadian interests at heart in 
negotiating a new trade deal 
with the United States. 

Opening a six-day visit to 
Japan to be followed by a trip 
to China, Jamieson ex¬ 
pressed concern that Japa¬ 
nese trade benefits for the 
United States should not un 
dermine Canadian export 
markets. 

The spokesman said that 
Jamieson pressed Sonoda to 
consider removing tariffs on 
softwood lumber to enhance 
Canadian exports. 

He said that Jamieson also 
remarked that while Canadi¬ 
an whisky may benefit from 
the recent Japanese-Ameri- 
can trade pact, American 
bourbon still has a tariff ad¬ 
vantage in the Japanese 
market. 

Sonoda replied that bour¬ 
bon is considered a lower 
class item, the spokesman 
said.

discouraged Japanese invest¬ 
ment in Canada. 

Jamieson said he suspected 
criticism of the Canadian ec¬ 
onomic climate followed im 
position of some controls by 
the Canadian Investment Re¬ 
view Agency. Before that 
Canada was a wide-open 
market. 

However, W. D. H. Gar¬ 
diner. vice-chairman of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, who is

Brokers’ registrar overruled 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
British Columbia Supreme 
Court has decided that the 
provincial registrar of mort¬ 
gage brokers exceeded his 
authority in making a gener¬ 
al requirement that all indus¬ 
try members pass an educa¬ 
tional course. 

A number of mortgage bro¬ 
kers and sub-brokers lost 
their registration last year 
because of stricter financial 
and educational require¬ 
ments. One of them is that 
members give proof that they 
passed the mortgage brokers 
course given by the Universi¬ 


ty of British Columbia's com¬ 
merce and business adminis¬ 
tration. 

Mr. Justice Meredith ruled 
Monday that the registrar 
cannot impose a general con¬ 
dition on all the industry; he 
can only stipulate what indi¬ 
vidual members can do. 

The case is an administra¬ 
tive law problem. It was 
started by James D. Phillips 
who was told to complete the 
eourse when his licence as a 
sub-mortgage broker was 
renewed in August, 1976. 

He enrolled twice but didn't 
graduate. Nevertheless his li¬ 


cence was renewed last Au¬ 
gust for another year. The 
registrar set up a hearing 
into Phillips' registration last 
September but It was de¬ 
ferred at Phillips' request. 

The other petitioner in the 
case was his company, J. D. 
Phillips Capital Corp. of Sur¬ 
rey. 

Counsel for the registrar 
has been instructed to appeal 
the decision. 

N. E. Goodfellow, provin¬ 
cial registrar of mortgage 
brokers, said Monday that 
the registrations of about 60 
companies or individuals 


were cancelled or not ren¬ 
ewed last year because of a 
variety of reasons. 

He added that the UBC 
course or an education equiv¬ 
alent was made a pre-regis¬ 
tration requirement last Sep¬ 
tember. 

The Mortgage Dealers As¬ 
sociation of B.C., which rep¬ 
resents 26 mortgage broker 
companies, endorses the 
course, director Dwight De- 
Milie said Monday. 

“We all feel that the educa¬ 
tion course is a fine require¬ 
ment that is necessary and 


beneficial. But (hat course 
has been the downfall of a 
number of brokers," said De- 
Mille. 

He said the course’s mathe¬ 
matics section is especially 
difficult but that the associa¬ 
tion wasn't able to have it 
changed.

“It will stop peo¬ 
ple like me who can't afford 
it.'* said Fry. a defeated coun¬ 
cil candidate in the November 
municipal election. 

“This is designed as a way 
of stopping investigations. It 
has certainly halted my 
probe," he said at a news con¬ 
ference Tuesday. 

FRY SAID STAFF mem 
bers are reluctant to discuss 
“controversial" issues with 
the public unless they receive 
top level authorization. 

“Doors at municipal hall 
are being shut in our face; it 
seems people in the hall are 
on edge, scared; they don't 
want to say anything. 

Couvelier's preelection 
promise of open government 
is “a sham," he said. 

Fry said he was surprised 
by the mayor's weekend an¬ 
nouncement that he was now 
satisfied there was no wrong¬ 
doing or deliberate distortion 
of costs on the project. 

COUVELIER DID SAY.

Karen Sanford (NDP— 
Comox) said Tuesday the pro¬ 
vincial government should in¬ 
tervene in the dispute con¬ 
cerning alleged pollution at 
the Island Copper Mines near 
Port Hardy on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

She said in a news release 
the government should in 
struct the Pollution Control 
Branch to determine if the 
discharges from the mine are 
harmful to the marine en¬ 
vironment. 

A report released last week 
by the federal Environment 
Protection Service said the 
unconlined discharge from 
the mine has wiped out most 
of the life on the ocean floor 
and inflicted "possibly irre¬ 
versible damage to the ma¬ 
rine environment." 


However, an independent 
agency, composed of faculty 
from the University of British 
Columbia and the University 
of Victoria, has mor/itored 
discharge from the mine 
since 1971 and found that the 
discharge "resulted in mini¬ 
mal detectable change to the 
environment." 

“The conflicting evidence 
cannot be decided by bicker¬ 
ing between these two par¬ 
ties,*’ Mrs. Sanford said. 
"The provincial government 
should immediately become 
involved and instruct the Pol¬ 
lution Control Branch to de¬ 
termine whether or not tlje 
charges contained in the fed¬ 
eral report are correct." 

She also said the university 
monitoring team was sup¬ 
ported by grants from mining 
companies. 


Trustees warned 
of teacher layoff 


Greater Victoria school 
board might have to increase 
its budget for teachers next 
year if it planned to main¬ 
tain the present pupil-teacher 
ratio, the board was told 
Monday night. 

The school board's provi¬ 
sional budget contains funds 
for tit) fewer teachers next 
September than last, reflect¬ 
ing a predicted drop in enrol¬ 
ment of 933 full-time students 
next year. The cut would 
push the district's pupil- 
teacher ratio to 18.84, from 
its present level of 18.69. 

Assistant superintendent 
Glenn Wall told the board 
Monday that to maintain (he 
present pupil-teacher ratio, 
only 49 teaching positions 
should be cut next year. 

The additional teaching po¬ 
sitions would cost the school 
board an additional (91.000 in 
teachers' salaries from Sep¬ 
tember through Decem- 
ber,l978, Wall’s report noted. 
The report was referred to a 
budget meeting scheduled for 
Thursday. 

Wall said Tuesday that the 
district's present pupil-teach¬ 
er was above tlje provincial 
average, according to statis¬ 


tics recently released by the 
education ministry. 

Wall’s report was wel¬ 
comed by Greater Victoria 
Teachers’ Association presi ; 
dent Syd Langhell. who said a 
cut of 60 teaching positions 
would mean that 10 or 11 
teachers would be laid off. 

A cut of 49 teaching posi¬ 
tions, however, could prob¬ 
ably be made by attrition and 
no teachers would involun¬ 
tarily lose their jobs, Langh- 
elt said.

tional Park. 

The board ruled that an 
additional S.8 acres attached 
to Stewart’s property is ac¬ 
creted properly and belongs 
to the crown. 

Accreted property is land 


which has either been built up 
by the sea or lands which 
have attached themselves to 
a property as the result of the 
sea’s recession. 

Stewart had sought to have 
this land declared part of his 
property, and sought an addi¬ 
tional (66,647 for it. 

The court was established 
to set a price on the property, 
the last privately-owned land 
within park boundaries. It in¬ 
corporates 1,640 feet of wa¬ 
terfront.

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Municipal officials denied entry

A police sergeant and a 
building inspector were 
barred from entering an Es¬ 
quimau duplex on Tuesday by 
the building’s owner, who said 
he was exercising his rights 
under Canadian law. 

In a heated exchange out on 
the street, Gordon Osborne of 
1231 Effingham told muni¬ 
cipal inspector Bill Edgington 
and Esquimau Sgt. Douglas 
Sproxton that federal law 
gives Canadians the right to 
privacy, and that the Crimi¬ 
nal Code permits citizens to 
defend their homes against 
forcible entry, by any means 
necessary. 

Osborne said the municipal¬ 
ity was on a "personal ven¬ 
detta" and was harrassing 
him and his tenants. 

The house the two men were 
barred from was at 1221 -1225 
Effingham, next door to Os¬ 
borne's house, and was built 
by Osborne about five years 
ago. 


H ydro offer 

Drivers 

voting 

Friday 


In the latest of several 
steps to avoid a strike, transit 
bus drivers in Victoria and 
Vancouver will vote Friday 
on contract offer from B.C. 
Hydro. 

The Amalgamated Transit 
Union has made a number of 
attempts to reach settlement 
since serving 72-hour strike 
notice on Hydro before 
Christmas. The prolonged 
contract dispute involves 
some 3.50ft drivers, mechan¬ 
ics and tradesmen. They 
were originally offered a two- 
year package with a six per 
cent increase in the first year 
and a three per cent hike in 
the second which would 
below the allowable anti-in¬ 
flation guideline. 

A union spokesman said 
Tuesday night following in¬ 
formation meetings with the 
membership in Victoria that 
the latest offer increased the 
pay package by only one per 
cent. But the main obstacle is 
not wages, he said, but "a 
far-reaching erosion of wor- 
kingconditions." 

“To inconvenience the pub¬ 
lic right now is the last thing 
we have on our minds.'' said 
Mike Flemming, president of 
the Victoria local of the ATU. 
"We simply are not going to 
make the public the whipping 
boys for Hydro." 

If the offer is turned down 
Friday a request may be 
made for an industrial in¬ 
quiry commissioner.

Osborne rents the house out 
as a duplex, and he has feuded 
with the municipality in and 
out of court over the installa¬ 
tion of interconnecting doors 
and whether the house is a 
duplex or not. 

But the real controversy on 
Tuesday appeared to be 
whether anyone has the right 
to enter your house at any 
time and without your per¬ 
mission, or even without the 
authorization of a search war¬ 
rant. 

And once inside, how per¬ 
sonal can their questions be¬ 
come. 

The controversy stems 
from an Esquimau bylaw that 
says a building inspector and 
"his assistant" are author¬ 
ized to enter anyone's house 
or apartment "at any reason¬ 


able time" to determine if 
municipal regulations “are 
obeyed." 

The text of the by-law adds: 
"No person shall prevent or 
obstruct or seek to prevent or 
obstruct the entrance by said 
building inspector or any of 
his assistants." 

"I’m just following the in¬ 
structions of the municipal 
engineer (Malcolm Camp¬ 
bell) and council,” Edgington 
said. “I’m only doing my 
job." 

“I’m taking a stand." Os¬ 
borne replied, “I’ve been 
asked by my tenants not to 
have you bother them." 

"According to the bylaw. I 
have the right of entry," Ed¬ 
gington said. 

He added: "You don't want 
us to go in?" 


Osborne: "That's right.'’ 

Osborne said if necessary-, 
he would take the Issue to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Asked by a reporter why he 
wanted to get inside the build 
ing. Edgington said he wanted 
to interview the tenants to 
find out if they were married, 
or if they weren’t married, 
were they related "by blood." 

Asked what difference that 
made, he said: "If they’re 
related, then fine. If they’re 
not related, then it’s two sep¬ 
arate units." 

The municipality apparent¬ 
ly wanted to find out if there 
were two or four separate 
parties renting the house, and 
if the house was a “fourplex" 
or a duplex. 

Edgington and Sproxton at 


first denied to Osborne that 
they had been inside the house 
four days before, on Jan. 20. 
when Osborne was away, then 
later said they had been con¬ 
fused about the date, and that 
they had. in fact.-knocked on 
the door, identified them¬ 
selves as a building inspector 
and a policeman, and then 
checked to see if the intercon¬ 
necting doors had been put up 
as the municipality had or¬ 
dered. 

The doors were there, they 
said, but they were locked. 

Asked why they had re¬ 
turned on Tuesday if they had 
inspected the house four days 
before, Edgington said: “The 
municipal engineer (Camp¬ 
bell) felt things might have 
been changed again." 

Edgington said he often has 
to inspect houses when there 
are complaints, but he admit¬ 
ted that this time there had 
been no complaint, and that it 
was "the feeling of the muni¬ 
cipal engineer" that an in¬ 
spection should be made.

Workers demand same hike 


The city’s outside workers served notice Tuesday night 
that they will go into the next round of negotiations demand¬ 
ing the same lump wage increases earmarked for city 
non-union staff.

The Greater Victoria school district’s 
“system" for calling substitutes when teach¬ 
ers report sick is in chaos, and something will 
have to be done about it, teacher representa¬ 
tives said Tuesday. 

In past years the district has contracted 
with an answering service to take calls 
from teachers reporting sick and to phone 
substitutes to take their places in the class¬ 
room. 

But school trustees lopped the answering 
service out of the 1978 provisional budget 
last fall, partly for budgetary reasons and 
partly because some trustees felt it was too 
easy for teachers to phone in sick. 

“It is a privilege to be sick, not a right," one 
trustee said. 

The trustees felt that teachers should 
phone principals when they are sick and the 
principals can call a substitute. 

The result has been chaos and contusion 
every morning, especially during the flu 
season, when many teachers took to their 
beds. Greater Victoria Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion president Syd Langhelt said Tuesday. 

Principals have been getting so many calls 
from sick teachers that they have asked them 
to do their own phoning in some cases, and 
the principals themselves have had to devote 
inordinate amounts of time to staffing their 
classrooms. 

With no central agency or individual to 
co-ordinate the process, the work is being 
spread unevenly among substitute teachers, 
Langhelt added. 

Those who are well known may get 30 calls 
in a morning, while others get none at all. 
One sick teacher had to phone 15 substitutes 
last week to find one who was free. 

Besides creating difficulties for teachers 
who belong in bed, rather than on the 
telephone, and for principals who have other 
things to do with their time, "some classes 


have not been properly covered because of 
the difficulty of getting substitutes," Langh- 
elufaid. 

The teachers' association offered to pay 
the cost of an answering service of some 
kind for one month, until the school board 
could reconsider the issue in its final 
budget discussions, but was rebuffed by the 
school district, Langhelt said. 

An administration official told the teachers 
he would forbid principals to use the service 
even if it were paid for by the association, 
Langhelt said. 

The teachers are now pinning their hopes 
on two briefs submitted to the school board 
by the substitute teachers’ association and 
the school administrators’ sub-association. 

Langhelt is optimistic that the school board 
will receive the briefs favorably. 

“I’m looking forward to a solution. They 
are really positive briefs and I hope that 
trustees will have some kind of answering 
service in place." 

“We are the only school district of this size 
without an answering service for calling 
substitutes. Most districts have a recording 
machine for telephone messages and a 
clerk who takes the calls and phones substi¬ 
tutes on the substitute list." 

The teachers recognize the board’s legiti¬ 
mate desire for more control over teachers’ 
sick days, for managerial and bookkeeping 
reasons, Langhelt said. It should be possible 
to come up with a system to satisfy these 
needs without requiring ill teachers and busy 
principals to spend the morning on the tele¬ 
phone. he maintained 

Langhelt added that the district averaged 
4.5 sick days per teacher last year, a 
figure well below that in other districts. 

In the meantime the GVTA has passed two 
policy resolutions to guide its members. 
The resolutions oppose the practice of having 
sick teachers call their own substitutes, 
and tell principals not to ask teachers to do 
so. 


There’s sparkling future for diamond investors

Diamonds are a girl's best friend. Also 
the shrewd investor's. 

So says former diamond cutter Warren 
Langman, South African-born diamond 
dealer, onetime sugarcane fanner, health 
food manufacturer and body building expert 
who now operates the new Victoria Health 
Club on Johnson in downtown Victoria. 

LANGMAN, who moved to Victoria a few 
months ago from Kelow na, was for six years 
a diamond cutter w ith Furstenberg and Son 
of Johannesburg before he took up farming. 
He and his wife and two children left South 
Africa two years ago to "sort of explore the 
world." 

“Diamonds can be an excellent invest¬ 
ment. providing the purchaser has some 
knowledge and has the help of a reputable 
dealer," he said in an interview. 

Although some quick returns can be made, 
they are basically a long-term investment or 
a hedge against inflation. 

THE GEMSTONES, a form of carbon 
which is the hardest material known to man, 
have continually shown steady growth in 
prices. For example, 15 years ago a flawless 
blue-white one-carat stone cost $1,000 or less. 
Today the same stone could fetch as much as 
$17,000, while a two-carat stone, blue-white 
and flawless, is worth three times that 
amount. 

Diamond prices are expected to increase 
considerably in the near future, he said, with 
some sources predicting a doubling in value 
within 12 months. 

To purchase a stone for investment, one 
should consider the "three Cs" — cut. color 
and clarity. 

The most common cut today is the round 
or “brilliant" cut. designed to reflect the 
maximum amount of light, to give the stone 


its brilliance, 56 perfect facets, with every 
angle measured and exact. 

COLORS can vary' from white to pink, and 
even green and black, with the whites fetch¬ 
ing the top prices. Blue-white and pink are 
the highest-priced of ail, with canary yel¬ 
low also very valuable. 

Lack of clarity, or whether the stone 
—contains any inclusions, which might be a 
black color spot, a white cloud or feather, a 
crack or other blemish, reduces the value 
considerably, but the inferior stones appreci 
ate just as much as the top-priced ones, 
Langman said. 

“One should try to purchase good color, 
brilliance, and maximum purity. As an in¬ 
vestment. stones weighing one carat or more 
are advisable. Place them in your bank vault 
and watch their value grow." he said. 

1118 ADVICE for young couples getting 
engaged is to consult a reputable dealer. 
“Most girls know what they want, and it is a 
gift of love, so buy accordingly. The en¬ 
gagement ring, unless one is wealthy, is a 
symbol and not an investment, so buy your 
fancy, but ensure that you get a good deal," 
Langman said. 

When it comes to cashing In, there are 
various ways to sell. A local dealer such as 
Tony de Goutiere on Estevan in Oak Bay will 
take them on consignment or buy them out¬ 
right. 

Auction houses in London or New York 
usually pay better prices than many smaller 
dealers. Langman said. 

Recalling his years as a diamond cutter, 
he related how during his first four months as 
an apprentice, he had to cross a picket line 
because apprentices weren’t allowed to be¬ 
long to the union and his foreman was also his 
journeyman. 

“It was not an easy beginning to the 
trade,” he said.

Langman: Cut, color, clarity 


DIAMOND DEALING in South Africa is a 
closed trade, closely watched by the diamond 
branch of the police, known as the Greys, a 
highly-effective police unit. 

The trade is controlled financially by the 
giant De Beers company, a subsidiary of 
Anglo-American, which has a virtual monop¬ 
oly on buying and selling. 

Raw gem-quality diamonds are bought 
sight unseen in monthly consignments 4 jv 
factories such as Furstenberg, w here Lang¬ 
man was employed for his six year> in the 
trade. A box of such raw diamonds is called a 
site. The take-it-or-leave-it aspect of the 
trade can sometimes result in the boss 
not being in the best frame of mind. 

However, if a bad lot of stones turns up 
one month, the factory usually makes it up 
the following month. 

ALL MINED diamonds are roughly the 
shape of two pyramids joined together at the 
base. Langman explained. The first cut is 
made across the middle, using brass disc 
saws tipped with diamond dust. 

“Only a diamond can cut a diamond,” he 
said, explaining that the movie cliche of the 
diamond cutter studying a stone for months 
before making a cut with the knife is 
largely outdated because of the waste. “Even 
with today’s methods, 50 per cent of the stone 
is lost, but it appreciates-in value maybe 300 
per cent.” 

The first cut is also the principal facet, 
the others being ground on a steel disc 
impregnated with diamond^ dust which ro¬ 
tates like a long-playing record. The dia¬ 
mond to be faceted is placed on an arm 
similar to one on a record-player, and rides 
across the surface. 

"Sometimes diamonds break loose from 
the arm and fly across the room. They can 
land almost anyplace and be lost for varying 
periods of time. Usually if one does break 


loose, all workers on the floor will stop and 
look for it for 20 minutes, but after that it’s 
back to production. 

“Sometimes they are never recovered by 
the factory, meaning some worker has man¬ 
aged to spirit them away,” he said. “Some¬ 
times they turn up years later, maybe on top 
of a lampshade." 

ANOTHER HAZARD is that diamonds 
have “grain" just like wood, w hich has to be 
read carefully or the stone will shatter. “I 
lost a few like that in the early days of my ap¬ 
prenticeship. but the boss expects it." 

Because of regular unscheduled visits by 
the Greys and the fact that the cutters must 
have a clear police record and maintain it or 
lose their jobs, there are few incidents 
in the diamond industry. Langman said. 

He recalled one co-worker who bought a 
small diamond from a dealer, and took it to 
work, switching the stone for a slightly larger 
one. He did this for a number of days 
until he'd worked up to a five-carat stone, but 
was caught because he replaced it with one of 
the wrong color. 

“The factory was robbed once under 
mysterious circumstances and a large num¬ 
ber of diamonds were never recovered,” he 
said. 

ILLICIT DEALING does go on. “You hear 
these James Bond-type stories of men in fast 
cars, planes or even on horseback, crossing 
the borders with diamonds purchased in 
Lesotho or other diamond centres. 

“Then there's the Skeleton Coast in Nami¬ 
bia (formerly Southwest Africa), where dia¬ 
mond-hunters run the risks of helicopter and 
dog patrols on the beaches, after running a 
gauntlet of miles of barbed-wire fences. 

“Many a dealer might be carrying a 
million in diamonds in the breast pocket of 
his suit, trading on the streets of Johannes¬ 
burg, New York or Sydney."

Haig 
Brown. 

British Columbia was going to name Schoen Lake Park in 
memory of Haig Brow n, but Recreation Minister Sam Bawlf 
Cf opted to call it simply Schoen Lake Provincial Park. 
Haig-Brown's home on the banks of the Campbell River has 
been purchased by the B.C. government and eventually will 
become a retreat, but that is some lime away. 

This writer - and’hundreds of others would like-to see a 
suitable memorial that will perpetuate his name, along with 
the conservation theories he preached for so many xears 
before conservation and environmental protection became 
the in tiling,

I HUNK it would be nice to lake a river like Trout Creek. 

. near Campbell River, which he writes about so lovingly as 
Cedar Creek in his book Fisherman's‘Fall, and improve it 
along the lines he suggested so many times for small 
! streams. Not with hatcheries, but with habitat and environ¬ 
mental impro\ements to enhance the capabilities of main¬ 
taining wild fish It could be done under the Salmonid 
Enhancement Program and preferably mostly by volunteer 
labor on the part of school children and fishermen. After all 
the $> 100 million enhancement plan just now getting under 
way is largely putting into action ideas Haig-Brown has been 
pushing for years. Somewhere along the line his name 
should be attached to it. 

Haig Brow n s life itself, and the many books he w rote, 
have been an inspiration to anglers and conservationists all 
oxer the world. His name ranks with Rachael Carson and 
Aldo Leopold in the outdoor field. 

★ ★ ♦ 

SPEAKING at the calch-and-release symposium CalTrout 
president Richard II. May credited Haig-Brown with mak* 
•' ing him an “angler-conservationist." 

' "If it were not for him. I doubt we would be gathered here 
today," he told delegates. “Forty years ago a young man 
(Haig-Brown) in British ColumiAh began writing of fish and 
fishing. He wrote of ethics, restraint, putting fish back, 
traditions, beauty and fascination of rivers, conservation. 
Those few of us who began organizing the trout and 
steelhead fishermen of California into a potent conservation 
force more than a dozen years ago, all of us were students 
of Roderick Haig-Brown. To a man, we all agreed to put 
llaig-Brown s teachings to work. Little surprise, then, that 
to this day the leaders of CalTrout proudly proclaim they are 
but disciples of the prophet Roderick Haig Brown.” 

May quoted freely from several of the books written by the 
v Campbell River author 

"I have two hopes for the future. The first and lesser one is 
that game commissions will one day have sense enough to 
set limits that measurably reflect the sport safely avail¬ 
able. The second and deeply urgent one is that we shall grow 
a race of sportsmen no one of whom w ill ever consider it a 
matter of pride to have killed a limit... 

"The real truth is that sport is made by and exists in just 
three.things: tradition, ethics and restraint. Reduce, re 
move or destroy these and nothing useful is left. It may be 
enough to satisfy newcomers to the sport for a little while, 
but it cannot hold them long - there is nothing to grow on. 
nothing to advance to... 

"Most of the arguments about harxesting the run or taking 
the crop make a measure of sense, some more, some less, if 
one accepts a single premise: that the main purpose of sport 
is killing. The logical mind of the scientist charged w ith the 
management of a fishery leads him into exactly this mis 
conception... 

"What has to be understood is that the quality of sport is 
all important. And the quality of sport is not something that 
can be readily measured: it is the sum of generations of 
tradition, ethics and restraint. The quality of sport is in w hat 
anglers themselves have imagined, developed, tested and 
proved over hundreds of years. It is something that has 
evolved, not something that has been imposed. It is in what a 
man dreams of by the fireside at home and goes out next day 
or next xear to try and realize on his favorite lake or 
stream." 

. * * * 

MORE THAN a quarter century ago Haig-Brown wrote 
about releasing fish unharmed, a ritual that is being prac 
ticed more and more by today's anglers. 

"All bag limits are evil if they are regarded as a mark to 
fish for or shoot at. and this is almost invariably what 
happens to them." he says in one of his books 
"The fisherman s enormous advantage in the matter of 
bag limits is that he can limit his killing w ithoul appreciably 
limiting his sport, and he can also select what he does kill in 
a way that is seldum possible in other sports...The fisher¬ 
man can throw his fly. rl*?e and hook and play his fish, even 
net him or beach him or hold him in his hands, and still 
return him unharmed. It is often claimed that it is difficult 
to return a fish safely to water. I am satisfied that it is not. A 
little knowledge is necessary, a little understanding of how a 
fish works, and a few reasonably precise and confident hand 
movements. Fish that have been netted will not die. as some 
people believe .fish handled with dry hands w ill not die from 
this alone...fish dropped back into the water from a reason¬ 
able height will not die. These are tales spread by men who 
want an excuse for killing all the fish they catch." 

Haig Brown said: "It is the angler’s business to know and 
understand things of this sort: if the government does not 
know enough to protect his interests for him. he must 
protect them for himself. 

That was written nearly 40 years ago. and what he was 
preaching was that fishermen should Ignore the fact that 
agencies traditionally fail to set appropriate bag and size 
limits, and to take the matter into tRbir own hands 
Roderick Haig Brown was truly a man xears ahead of his 
time

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IOC steps up ‘interference’ fight 


TUNIS (API — Lord 
Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic 
Committee announced 
Tuesday plafts for a new 
superior council of world 
sport to fight political in¬ 
terference. 

The plans were ap 
proved at a meeting of 
the IOC’s tripartite com¬ 
mission, which includes 
representatives of the 28 
international federations 
controlling the Olympic 
sports, and the 110 na¬ 
tional Olympic commit¬ 
tees. 

Details of the council 
have not yet been fina¬ 
lized. Killanin said he 
would announce them, 


along with a declaration 
of the aims of the Olym¬ 
pic movement, after the 
next meeting of the tri¬ 
partite commission in 
Lausanne, Switzerland, 
on March 20. 

The 63-year-old presi¬ 
dent said in a statement: 

We wish to express the 
uneasiness of the tripar¬ 
tite commission, in the 
face of actions by certain 
non-sports public author¬ 
ities and organizations 
which are encroaching 
more and more on sports 
activities on the national 
and international level. 

The tripartite commis¬ 
sion has been preparing a 


declaration for the last 
three months. 

Charles Palmer of Brit¬ 
ain, representing the fed 
crations, and Col. Raoul 
Model of Belgium, repre- 
senting the national 
Olympic committees, 
were given the joint task 
of drawing up the doeu- 
mentl'They sent it to IOC 
headquarters at Lau 
sanne several weeks ago 
but Killanin decided it 
needed further study and 
revision. 

Palmer, extrovert pre¬ 
sident of the Internation¬ 
al Judo Federation, has 
been waging a personal 
campaign for more mili¬ 
tant action against gov¬ 


ernments and politicians 
who interfere in sports. 

After the 1976 Montreal 
Olympics, he called for 
long-term bans on Cana¬ 
da. for shutting out Tai¬ 
wan athletes in defiance 
of the Olympic charter, 
and the African countries 
who boycotted the Games 
in protest against New 
Zealand's sports links 
with South Africa. 

Palmer’s ideas re 
ceived no support and the 
proposals were dropped. 
But he carried on the 
campaign. 

Since Killanin took over 
the IOC presidency from 
the late Avery Brundate 
in 1972 he has strength¬ 


ened the role of the tri¬ 
partite commission and 
thus brought the federa¬ 
tions and the national 
committees more into the 
running of Olympic af¬ 
fairs. 

#Killanin himself pre¬ 
sides over the commis¬ 
sion, which includes three 
members from the IOC. 
three from the federa¬ 
tions and three from the 
national committees. The 
commission’s recommen¬ 
dations usually are sent 
to the full IOC. but in the 
case of the anti-political 
declaration Killanin him¬ 
self has the authority to 
approve it and make it 
public.

Police said some spectator 
stands also collapsed when 
the roof caved in. 

In another section of the 
27-year old building, 180 per- 
sons playing bingo scattered 
when they heard the noise of 
the collapse. 

Another 30 adults and chil¬ 
dren were swimming in a 
pool adjoining the hall at the 
time of the collapse, which is 
believed to have been caused 


by the weight of snow, police 
said. 

A city-initiated safety 
study of the arena in 1976 
found that the building was 
structurally sound except for 
some shifting in the founda¬ 
tion. These weaknesses were 
corrected and improvements 
to the electrical system were 
carried out last year. 

Scotty Gibson, an arena 
employee, was on the ice 
driving the ice resurfacing 
machine when the roof col¬ 
lapsed. 

“I had just turned the cor¬ 
ner at the west end when I 
heard a rumble behind me," 

he said. 

“I turned and saw the roof 
starting to cave in. I headed 
the ice machine for the exit 
and yelled at another employ¬ 


ee to open the outside door. I 
took the machine right out¬ 
side on to the street." 

Gibson said he estimated it 
took less than 30 seconds for 
the roof to collapse. 

The timber squashed the 
six rows of unoccupied seats 
at the west end of the build¬ 
ing. 

About 100 fans were watch 
ing hockey games during the 
evening but most had gone to 
a canteen In a downstairs hall 
in the break between games. 

Gibson said he went back 
Into the building after the col¬ 
lapse to tum off the gas heat 
ers. Some lines had ruptured 
and there was a strong odor 
of gas In the central part of 
the building. 

Four teams of hockey play¬ 
ers were in dressing rooms 


below the building when the 
roof collapsed. When they 
heard the rumble they 
scrambled through the two 
entrances on the south side of 
the building. Some players 
were in full uniform while 
others were half-dressed. 

Ritchie Whiteland. a goal 
tender with Commercial 
Hotel of the City Hockey 
League, was waiting in a 
hallway to go onto the ice for 
his game. 

Whiteland said he always 
starts play at the end where 
the roof collapsed. 

“I could have been under 
that If it had happened a few 
minutes later. I consider my¬ 
self pretty lucky. It happened 
so fast I doubt I could have 
got out of the way.” 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
Charles O. Finley, the super 
salesman who built an em¬ 
pire on his ability to get doc¬ 
tors to buy malpractice insur¬ 
ance, testified Tuesday—one 
day after the sale of his ball 
club apparently fell 
through—he had the right to 
sell his best player. 

Finley, owner of Oakland 
A’s, testified to the validity of 
his December deal that sent 
left-handed pitching ace Vida 
Blue to Cincinnati Reds for 
$1.75 million and 
minor league slugger Dave 
Revering.’ 

Finley said he was optimis¬ 
tic his deal would be allowed. 

“By gosh, it's about time I 
won one," he said. 

Finley's testimony came at 
a six-hour hearing at the of¬ 
fice of baseball commission¬ 
er Bowie Kuhn and it's thrust 
was no different than thd evi¬ 
dence offered Tuesday by two 
other interested officials— 
Reds president Bob Howsam 
and Marvin Miller, executive 
director of the Major League 
Players' Association.” 

"I'm optimistic." said 
Howsam. the Reds. "We 
think the transaction is in the 
best interests of baseball.” * 

Miller was here to prot< 1 
the interests of Blue, who did 
not attend the hearing. Peter 
Rose, legal and administra¬ 
tive assistant for the associa¬ 
tion, said Miller read a state¬ 
ment that declared that the 
commissioner "had neither 
the power nor the authority to 
disapprove the transaction.” 

“There was no major 
league rule that was violat¬ 
ed," the statement continued. 
“The trade was in accord 
with every written directive. 
He (Kuhn) didn't even have 


the authority to hold the 
hearing.” 

In June, 1976. Kuhn can¬ 
celled the sale of Blue to New 
York Yankees for $1.5 million 
and outfielder Joe Rudl and 
pitcher Rollie Fingers to Bos¬ 
ton Red Sox for $1 million 
each. 

In making that landmark 
derision, he cited his position 
as the guardian of the nation¬ 
al pastime who was protect¬ 
ing the fans of Oakland and 
making sure the rich clubs 
didn't get stronger at thacx- 
pense of the poor ones. 

"If such transactions now 
and in the future were per¬ 
mitted, the door would be 
opened wide to the buying of 
success by the more affluent

Finley from bowing out of a 
10-year lease. 

A disappointed Finley said 
he would be forced to keep 
the A’s In Oakland—at least 
for the time being. 

Collapse of the sale was a 
disappointment to San Fran¬ 
cisco mayor George Moscone 
and Giants’ president rtobert 
Lurie, who glumly predicted 
that the battle for fickle Bay 
Area baseball fans would 
drag on. 

Both San Francisco and 
Oakland have suffered lag¬ 
ging attendance since Finley 
moved his team to the West 
Coast from Kansas City prior 
to the 1968 season.

MP Holt 

suing 

ex-bosses 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Mr. 
Justice F. Craig Munroe of 
the British Columbia Su¬ 
preme Court reserved deci¬ 
sion Tuesday in a libel suit 
brought by MP Simma Holt 
(L—Vancouver-Kingsway) 
against the Sun. for which she 
was a reporter for many 
years. 

During the 1 >4-day hearing, 
the Judge was told by Mrs. 
Holt that her reputation had 
been impugned in an editorial 
which appeared April 12, 
1977. 

Associate editor Jonathan 
Cole, who wrote the editorial, 
testified he believed that 
what he wrote was fair com¬ 
ment. 

In closing argument. Mrs. 
Holt's lawyer, Allan McEa- 
chern. said the editorial did 
not clearly distinguish fact 
from opinion and did not con¬ 
tain sufficient fact for an or¬ 
dinary reader to make a 
judgment. 

He said the Sun had not 
apologized and had continued 
to attack Mrs. Holt. 

’’They should be taught 
what the law is,” he said.

I Bonnie Walls, from Sutton. 
Ont., is a child of an armed 
forces family. She worked as 
a typist after leaving school 
10 years ago, and more re¬ 
cently worked on the farm 
her father bought after leav¬ 
ing the forces. 

She first applied to join 
up when she was 19. but 
the quota for women was 
full. She said she planned 
to stay in the service, even if 
she got married. 

Despite the growing num¬ 
ber of recruits, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to ac¬ 
commodate the demand, ac- 


cording to an army 
spokesman. 

Cmdr. Keith Davis, produc- 
tion chief in the directorate of 
recruiting and selection in Ot¬ 
tawa. said the regular forces 
numbered 80.000 and the fed¬ 
eral cabinet had authorized 
an increase of only 4.700 dur¬ 
ing the nAxt four years. 

Davis said not only were 
more men and women re¬ 
maining in the forces, but 


more were applying to 
re-enlist. 

He said instead of the pre¬ 
dicted attrition figure of 1L- 
000 for premature depar¬ 
tures, regular retirements 
and deaths for the fiscal year 
ending next March 31, that 
number might be only 9,500. 

In 1977, there were 2,500 
applications to return to the 
armed forces, and 700 were 
accepted. 


Wilmington 10 lose 
in effort for pardons 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — 
Governor James Hunt has 
reduced the sentences of nine 
imprisoned members of the 
Wilmington 10. making all 
but one of them eligible for 
parole this year, but denied 
petitions seeking full pardons 
lor members of the group. 

The sentence of Rev. Ben 
Chavis, leader of the group, 
was reduced to permit parole 
eligibility on Jan. 1. 19K0 — 
two years earlier than before 
the governor's action.

Henderson enlisted in the 
army last week, along with 
two others, Dave Spurr, a 
chef, and Bonnie Walls, a 
typist-mechanic. 

A Grade 10 graduate of 
a two-year occupational 
course. Henderson had diffi¬ 
culty finding a job after he 
left school last May. 

in the army, he will be 
driving six-wheel trucks, 
snowplows, cranes and 
bulldozers. 

Spurr, who quit'the forces 
18 months ago. returns as a 
fully-trained supply techni¬ 
cian and will be posted to 
CFB Petawawa. 

His reasons for re-enlistlng 
were the same as Hender¬ 
son's— security and 
benefits. 

Spurr will receive about 
$700 a month, out of which he 
pays for rations and 
quarters.

Chavis and eight other 
black men were convicted of 
firebombing Mike’s Grocery, 
a white-owned store in a 
black neighborhood of Wil¬ 
mington. N.C.. during racial 
violence in that port city in 
February. 1971. They were 
also convicted of conspiracy 
and other charges, and re¬ 
ceived prison sentences of 
more than 20 years each. 

Chavis was accused by pro¬ 
secution witnesses of in¬ 
structing others in the fire¬ 
bombing and drew the lon¬ 
gest sentence, 23 to 29 years 
for burning and four to five 
years for conspiracy. 

Mrs. Turner was convicted 
on a lesser charge of being an 
accessory. 

“From all-that I have 
learned in reviewing this 
case, l have concluded that 
there was a fair trial, the jury 
made the right decision and 
the appellate courts reviewed 
it properly and ruled correct¬ 
ly.” Hunt said. 

_“I have confidence in what 

our courts and judges have 
done Accordingly, I cannot 
and I will not pardon these 
defendants.” 

Several foreign govern¬ 
ments, including the Soviet 
Union, have called the case 
an example of human rights 
violations in the U.S.Amnesty 
International, winner of last 
year’s Nobel Peace Prize, 
has cited the 10 as prisoners 
of conscience.

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Garden Notes 


A most valuable aid to (he home 
gardener in recent years is the work of 
the specialist flower societies who grow 
and test the new varieties as they come 
out, reporting on which turn out best. 
There is such a vast number of new 
plants being developed these days, it 
would be a hopeless task to shop Intelli¬ 
gently for garden plants without the 
testing and appraising performed hy 
these authoritive organizations. 

The American Rose Society, for in¬ 
stance, tries out new rose varieties in 
test gardens scattered throughout the 
various climatic zones in the U.S. and 
Canada, and within a week or two I will 
be reporting In this column which roses 
have been honored with the jealously 
guarded appelatlon, All-America Rose. 

In the same way, the American 
Peony Society, the Iris Society, The 
National Sweet Pea Society and the 
Scottish Sweet Pea Trials all perform 
this same work of testing and rating 
new varieties, all for the guidance of the 
ordinary backyard gardener. 

One of the best organized of these 
tests is that of the All-America Gladio¬ 
lus Selections, with 24 official trial 
grounds representing just about every 
climate and soil conditiop likely to be 
encountered. 

Any gardener, amateur or profes¬ 
sional, who succeeds in breeding a new 
gladiolus, may enter his brainchild 
bulbs for test and appraisal. The judges 


who grow them know the plants only by 
code numbers—they are not permitted 
to learn where the bulbs came from, 
who bred them, or any details of their 
parentage. The plants are given no spe¬ 
cial attention; in fact, every effort is 
made to see that they get about the 
same treatment as in an average back¬ 
yard garden. 

At flowering time, the spikes of 
bloom are scored for form, color, place¬ 
ment of florets on the stem, substance of 
petal, weather and pest resistance and 
on the ability of the plant to open a good 
number of florets at one time. At the end 
of the season, the judges send in their 
score cards to All-America headquar¬ 
ters in Indiana where they are fed Into a 
cumputer and their composite judg¬ 
ment emerges. 

Last year, only one out of several 
hundred new glads was judged worthy 
of the proud All-America Gladiolus 
Award. This was a stunning new yellow 
glad named Sunray. intensely ruffled 
and beautifully recurved, and each 
floret appears to have been sprinkled 
with fine gold dust. It was developed by 
Carl Fischer of St. Charles, Minnesota. 

Mr. Fischer is probably the world’s 
leading gladiolus hybridizer. In all the 
years since the AAG trials started in 
1958, I can remember only one year, 
1968, In which he did not have a win¬ 
ner. 

The 1978 New Year Honors list, Just 


released, Indicates that four new gladio¬ 
lus have been found worthy of the acco¬ 
lade and—would you believe it—all four 
come from the stable of the inspired Mr. 
Fischer. 

The first of the award-winning gladi¬ 
olus Is Red Freckles, basically a me¬ 
dium red color but with the addition of 
pure white striping on some of the 
petals. It opens up to 8 florets at once on 
graceful 18 bud spikes. 

El Toro (The Bull) Is an amazing, 
masculine-looking flower with superbly 
sculptured florets precisely set on slur 
dy spikes often reaching five feet In 
height. The color is an Intense crimson 
and the blooms have a plush-like texture 
rather like red velvet. 

Night Owl is rated by the Judges as 
the finest purple gladiolus ever offered 
to the public. The florets are very large, 
triangular In shape, lavishly fluted, nil 
fled and needlepointed, and the plant 
opens up to 12 blooms at once on 
straight, strong five-foot stems. 

Only one of the miniature glads 
made the grade this year. Little Sweet 
heart is tiny In stature and as eute as a 
baby chick. Each shapely, rosy red 
floret has pure white stamens in the 
heart of each flower and is moulded like 
a tiny, toy cup. These are arranged on 
slender, willowy stems, ideal for bowl 
and vase arrangements, and each plant 
will open up to eight round, rosebud 
shaped florets at one time.

In one of the most celebrat¬ 
ed chapters of The Brothers 
Karamazov, Dostoevsky, 
with that peculiarly Russian 
passion which does not ex¬ 
clude irony, devotes himself 
to the subject of hunger. 

Ivan, the intellectual Kara¬ 
mazov, conversing with 
Alyosha, the saintly Karama¬ 
zov, recalls a parable he 
wrote as a very young man. 
The plot, it seems, supposed a 
second coming. Jesus has re¬ 
turned with his original mes¬ 
sage: Man does not live by 
bread alone. This time, 
though, not only Satan but the 
rest of the world, including 
the church as personified by 
a Grand Inquisitor, tempt 
Jesus to reverse priorities 
(as we would say) and make 
it his chief mission to turn 
stones into bread — 
systematically. 

The Grand Inquisitor ex¬ 
plains the new circum¬ 
stances: “There is no crime, 
there is no sin; there is only 
hunger.” He warns Jesus 
that the mob will turn against 
him worse then before — that 


latterday listeners will not 
tolerate his teaching, or any¬ 
body else’s, until their wants 
are satisfied. 

“ ‘Feed men, then ask 
them to be good.’ That’s what 
they’ll write on the banner 
which they will raise against 
you,” the Grand Inquisitor 
predicts. — 

Hunger seems so urgent, so 
primary a demand — so inex¬ 
cusable a human condition. 
What can come before it? In 
fact, Dostoevsky himself 
elsewhere declares the world 
morally intolerable so long as 
a single child anywhere suf¬ 
fers — goes to bed hungry. 

The problem then is not 
either-or, a matter of which 
nourishment should come 
first in the chronological 
sense. Jesus fed the congre¬ 
gation loaves and fishes, the 
Grand Inquisitor might have 
remembered, while he was 
preaching. Dostoevsky’s 
point is: Which comes first in 
value — the stomach or the 
soul? 

An infant Is hungry. Its par¬ 
ents, its brothers and sisters 


— the human race — rush to 
feed it. But with the knowl¬ 
edge (Dostoevsky would 
argue) that to eat and to sur- 
vice is not to live. 

“Feed my sheep.” This 
was the injunction of the 
Jesus of the Gospels as well 
as the Jesus of Dostoevsky. 
To be fed in this promised 
sense is to be nourished, to be 
given strength at a level of 
being beyond the measure of 
dieticians. 

What man hungers and 
thirsts after, Dostoevsky is 
insisting, is righteousness. To 

forget this according to an¬ 
other Biblical story, is to sell 
one’s Inheritance for a mess 
of pottage. 

Eating is never just eating, 
anthropologists like Levi- 
Strauss remind us. Even as 
they feed and are fed people 
make a ritual of the process 
of eating. 

The eater, in one sense of 
the word of another, invokes 
grace upon what he eats be¬ 
cause he is more than earth 
partaking of earth. 

Why remindf ourselves of 


the obvious? Because the ob 
vious is what we are so good 
at forgetting. With our taste 
for “crises,” w^say with the 
Grand Inquisitor? Skip the 
sermons. Just hurry. We 
know what we’re doing — and 
why. 

But do we? Do we really 
know what it means and what 
is end? Dostoevsky's parable 
has come true. The Age of 
Technology has fed more 
people in the world than were 
ever fed before. Sardonic 
Ivan could look about at us 
and say? “Ah, the hungers of 
the well-fed! ” 

What a lot of gurus, what a 
lot of -isms those hungers-be- 
yond hunger keep in 
business! 

There still are millions of 
children going to bed hungry. 
But we have fed enough -— as 
far as their stomachs are 
concerned — to know two 
things: 

The bread must be 
delivered. 

And that kind of bread is 
never enough.

The longest running play in the Eng¬ 
lish speaking world—and perhaps any¬ 
where-—is. of course. Agatha Christie's 
The Mousetrap, which has just begun its 
2(ith continuous year in London. 

Nobody has been able to explain its 
unparallelled success, but what inter¬ 
ests me today is a plotting flaw in the 
intricate mystery. During the 25 years 
the play has been running every night, 
only one person has detected it—an 
actor performing in it some 10 years 
after it had opened. 

He ran to the producer with the 
dismaying news, who frantically got in 
touch with Miss Christie. “Oh. yes,” she 
said placidly. “I've known about that all 
along, but I knew that no one would 
notice it.” 

When a director would come to Miss 
Christie to object that a certain transi¬ 
tion "just doesn't work." she would 
murmur, “no one will notice," and she 


was invariably right. She knew that in a 
play, like a card trick, the hand of the 
author is quicker than the eye (or ear) 
of the spectator. 

And, in fact, nobody else during the 
run of the play-would notice it. An 
audience caught up in a drama, or a 
mystery, suspends its critical and ratio¬ 
nal faculties, if the play remains en¬ 
grossing enough. 

Shakespeare, though long noted for 
his “dramatic craftsmanship,” paid lit¬ 
tle attention to realistic details. He 
couldn’t have cared less whether things 
“worked” or not in the machinery of the 
play, as long as we kept on believing in 
the credibility of the performers and the 
tale. 

He has a clock strike three in ancient 
Rome, which had no clocks; he gave 
Bohemia a seacoast, which it lacks; he 
has a charactej in the Trojan War refer 
to Aristotle, born centuries later; in 
King Henry IV he has a character refer

to turkeys, which were unknown in 
Henry’s time. And Hamlet describes 
death as “the bourne from which no 
traveller returns” just after he has seen 
and talked with the Ghost of his dead 
father. 

Scholars have fretted fruitlessly over 
the scandalous “time lapse” in Othello, 
where it is impossible to fit together the 
events to make any chronological 
sense—a plotting blunder Miss Christie 
would not have made. 

But Shakespeare, like her, felt that 
no one would notice, nor care much if 
they did, as long as the poetry, the 
characterization and the story engaged 
our attention so deeply that we w illingly 
overlook the realistic details. It is most¬ 
ly the second-raters, in any field, who 
adhere slavishly to the technicalities of 
exactness, and provide us with a timeta¬ 
ble when what we are looking for is a 
trip.

TOKYO <AP) — Noriko 
Funikawa met her husband 
ai an omiai. a formal meeting 
that precedes arranged mar 
riages. Her two daughters 
are young and the omiai may 
he out by the time they're 
grown, but she wants them to 
marry well. 

Her neighbor. Miyoho Ya- 
mazawa. doe* not care if her 
daughter never marries. She 
wants her to be bright, ambi 
tious. well educated, so she 
can “do what I couldn’t.'* 

The outlook of these two 
women in their early 30s re¬ 
flects both lingering tradition 
and changing times In the 
lives of Japanese women 

Many want alternate lifes¬ 
tyles and more options than 
thousands of years of cus¬ 
toms have left them. Some 
succeed, others bow to the 
voke of tradition. 


On the surface, the 
widben'v movement in Japan 
is well under way. They wear 
fashions from Europe or Se¬ 
venth Avenue, gather in cof 
fee shops or bars after work. 
Denims are their leisure at¬ 
tire. 

Yet they continue to learn 
the age-old arts of flower ar 
ranging, tea ceremony and 
how to wear a kimono. Al¬ 
though they work, many jobs 
are menial with no chance of 
advancement. 

Most office workers are ju¬ 
nior college graduates, ma¬ 
joring in home economics or 
literature. They live with 
their families and make 
about $272 a month. $160 less 
than their university-educat 
ed male colleagues. 

But two women made 
headlines recently by passing 
the foreign service exam to 
join the diplomatic corps; fe¬ 
male employees of Japan 
Airlines are taking legal 
steps against alleged dis¬ 
criminatory labor practices, 
and an electrical machines 
manufacturer was forced to 
pay $3.8$ million in back pay 
to 2.000 women employees. 

More and more older 
women are returning to the 
job market after their chil¬ 
dren are grown: more girls 
are going to college, and the 
government has instituted a 
10 -year “national plan of ac¬ 


tion” to promote policies re 
lating to women. 

“I am in a position to look 
all over the country and I can 
see change.*’ said Mayumi 
Moriyama. director general 
of the labor ministry’s 
women's and minors bureau. 

“It is not so clearly visible, 
but people who have never 
spoken up before are coming 
out and saying things. It is a 
slight change, but it is a 
change. 

“Cases are being brought 
to the labor inspection office 
demanding equal pay for 
equal work. Legislation for 
this has been in the Labor 
Standards Law since 1917 but 
until recently no one brought 
any cases to this office.” 

Nevertheless, a judge re 
cently upheld the dismissal of 
two women employees at the 
age of 5$ on grounds that the 
strength of a woman at 55 is 
comparable to that of a man 
at 70. 

A survey of 1.500 women by 
the Tokyo metropolitan gov 
emment found that 34.8 per 
cent of those responding felt 
discriminated against in 
jobs, wages, promotions and 
working conditions. Some 
said they were forced to re¬ 
tire when they married or 
became pregnant 

A survey of employers by 
the ministry’ of labor found 
that women were not promot 


ed to managerial positions 
because they don’t stay long 
enough with the company. 

But some businesses, par¬ 
ticularly department stores 
and banks, are actively seek¬ 
ing career women. Banks are 
sending women employees to 
overseas offices. 

One career woman is Ichl- 
ko Ishihara, deputy general 
manager of Takashimaya, 
one of Japan's oldest depart¬ 
ment stores. She remembers 
the day in grammar school 
when she was told to go home 
two hours earlier than the 
boys “because girls didn't 
need the same amount of 
education. 

“In postwar Japan, 
women's education is the 
thing that has changed most. 
Before the war, even in pri¬ 
mary school, by the time we 
reached fifth or sixth grade 
we were being educated dif¬ 
ferently.” 

Mrs. Ishihara thinks one- 
quarter of Japan's population 
is made up of “new women.” 
those born and educated after 
the Second World War. 


“Of course, men arc 
changing, too. and a man who 
has gone to a coeducational 
university knows that women 
are capable. But there are 
still men whose expectations 
of their wives contain no con¬ 
cept of equality.” 

She also said that Japan's 
plan for women’s equality in 
many way’s is ahead of its 
time because not all women 
are ready for it. 

“This is the thinking of 
most Japanese girls—to get 
out into the world once and 
then go back into the home.” 
said Yoshiko Hanazawa, 21, 
an office worker. 

She and her co-workers 
agreed that three years was 
the average length of time 
they were expected to work. 
Then they’ll either quit to be 
married or bow to peer pres¬ 
sure—they don’t want to be 
the only one left from the 
flock of traditional spring 
hirings. 

Both the young office work¬ 
ers and the housewives in 
their 30s said a career and 
marriage were not compati¬ 
ble in Japan yet. 


CAMDEN, N.J. (AP) — A 
gaggle of your neighbors will 
cither commiserate or hoot at 
your marriage problems. 
And you have no choice but to 
sit there and take it. That’s 
Divorce Upper Volta style. 

Airing one’s dirty linen in 
public might not be a bad 
idea, says a Rutgers Univer¬ 
sity law professor who spent 
last summer in the African 
country to study its divorce 
procedures. 

“The divorce courts are 
more like public marriage 
guidance sessions and the en¬ 
tire tribe is encouraged to 
participate.” said Dr. Carole 
E. R. Bohner, who teaches 
family law and comparative 
matrimonial law at the 
Rutgers School o{ Law in 
Camden. 

“If a couple have a fight 
but aren’t really considering 
divorce, they may go to the 
court to hear the comments 
of the tribal elders and their 
neighbors.” said the New 
Zealand native, who has stud¬ 
ied several African matrimo¬ 
nial systems. 

The divorce courts in 
Upper Volta serve a much 
greater function than to pro¬ 
vide free entertainment and 
gossip for the tribe. The ses¬ 
sions set moral standards for 
the community. The audience 
learns from the misfortune of 
others how to conduct oneself 
properly in a marriage. Dr. 
Bohmer said. 

“Our system may be much 
more sophisticated legally, 
but their approach is much 
more pragmatic, more real¬ 
istic. They just look at a mar¬ 
riage and try to see whether 
it is really workable or not.” 

The divorce procedure 
works well for men but 
women in Upper Volta have 
little to say about it. 


A woman who brings a di¬ 
vorce action against her hus¬ 
band would not be well re¬ 
ceived, Dr. Bohmer said. 

“There is a bias against 
women in the court. Wives 
are frequently laughed at and 
sent home to ‘improve’ their 
behavior before the court will 
rule on whether to grant a 
divorce.” 

If a divorce is granted, cus 
tody of the children almost 
always goes to the father. In 
Upper Volta, children are the 
property of the father. The 
very young, usually under the 
age of six, are allowed to stay 
with the mother. 

While divorce is increasing 
in most African nations, po 


lygamy is on the decline. Dr. 
Bohmer said. 

• The mast common ground 
for divorce in Upper Volta, is 
disrespect for one's in-laws.

Mother: “Well, why doesn’t 
someone tell u.s parents to 
take our children to an eye 
doctor in lime?” 

Doctor: “We tell everyone 
we contact, but you are right 
Most parents don't know that 
all children's eyes should be 
examined by an ophthalmolo 
gist before age - " 

Mother: "But Fred just now 
learned his alphabet. You 
can't test his eyes unless he 
can read the letters on the eye 
chart, can you?” 

Doctor: "Cerlainlj. We can 
thoroughly examine (with in¬ 
struments) all infants easily 
In fact, the younger we get 
them the better. The younger 
we discover a lazy eye, the 
better chance we have in 
bringing the vision back to 
normal. It is the brain which 
actually does our seeing and it 
is a fact that if that area of the 
brain whic h lakes care of vi¬ 
sion is not taught to see before 
agewe are fighting a nearly 
hopeless battle.” 

Mother: “I feel so guilty.” 
Humans normally have bin 
ocular vision. Thai is. each 
eye has the ability to look at 
the same point at distance. It 
is the result of balanced mus¬ 
cular coordination which 
allows proper convergence of 
the eyes to take place. 

When one eye cannot 
achieve binocular vision w ith 
the other because it deviates 
inward (cross-eyes), outward 
(walleyes) or upward or 
downward, strabismus is said 
to be present. 

Strabismus may be caused 
by paralysis of one or more 
ocular muscles or by congeni 
lal imbalance of the muscles. 
About one in 20 children is 
* born with or develops strabis 
mus to some degree. What 
often happens is that these 
children initially experience 
double vision or diplopia but 
soon learn to suppress from 
conscious awareness the 
image from Ihe deviating eye 
Consequently, amblyopia 
or lazy eye prevents the vision 
from developing in the deviat 
ing eye. 

The brain takes care of the 
double vision by shutting 
down vision in the offending 
eye. If the vision is shut down 
too long, the eye will never see 
again. 

“Children should be exa 
mined very early in infancy.” 
Dr. Harold Hassin of San 
Diego, Calif., said in an inter 
view, “and then again when 
they are 3 or t. 

liassin. a pediatric opthal 
mologist, says, “if they have 
amblyopia and it is not taken 
c are of by the time they are .1 
months old. they can lose the 
sight in one eye permanent 
ly.” 

If amblyopia Is detected 
* early enough, patching the 
strong eye forces the lazy eye 
to get to work. Other thera 
pi^s include eye exercises, 
special glasses or surgical 
correction of the muscular 
imbalance.

Langford transfusion for E & 


Esquimait and Nanaimo 
Railway could be turned into 
a money-maker with very lit¬ 
tle effort, according to Vic¬ 
toria Aid. Murray Glazier. 

"The railroad lost only 
$150,000 to $200,000 a year 
when it was doing its best to 
lose," commented Glazier, 
after he and fellow members 
of the Capital Region plan¬ 
ning committee had taken a 
train ride to Shawnigan ear¬ 
lier this week. 

• And that was when time¬ 
tables were poor and wait¬ 
ing rooms weren't being 
looked after.” 

A superficial look at things. 
Glazier said, showed for in¬ 
stance that the Dayliner 
could do a roaring business in 
commuter traffic from Lang¬ 
ford. without even trying. 

"All they would have to do 
would be to start out from 
Langford to Victoria in the 
morning, before the up-Is- 
land run. The ride from 
Langford to the Dayliner sta¬ 


tion on Esquimait Road takes 

just 15 minutes, and I'm sure 
that 68-person coach would be 
full. At the end of the day’s 
run, the Dayliner could sim¬ 
ply go back out to Langford.” 

Return rail fare from 
Langford was $1. he said, and 
as such would be cheaper 
than individual car transpor 


tation; cheaper. In fact, than 
parking fees alone. 

Glazier said no effort had 
been made to co ordinate 
timetables with other forms 
of transportation. 

"For instance," he said, 
"the Dayliner gets back into 
Victoria at 5 p.m.. but the 
Coho sails at 4:3# p.m.” 


The Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Commission ruled In De¬ 
cember that the CPR, parent 
company of the E & N, 
should be allowed to discon¬ 
tinue the up-Island passenger 
service, on grounds that it 
was uneconomic, and other 
means of transportation were 
available. 


Glazier said the argument 
used by the railroad to show 
that It was losing money was 
"pretty specious”. The Day¬ 
liner service, he pointed out. 
was separated out of the full 
railroad operation. But the 
freight service generated $1 
million a month. “You could 
carry this argument to ridic- 


Indian? Prove it, say rules 


Indians can travel the Day¬ 
liner for half fare, but the 
conditions are pretty strin¬ 
gent. 

Not only must they produce 
proof of Indian status, they 
must also have their tickets 
stamped "Indian.” and their 
presence on the train must be 
reported to the manager of 
revenue accounting. 

The regulations, issued in 
December, 1975, by the Mon¬ 


treal-based general manag¬ 
er. lay down the local passen 
ger tariff and also give the 
“basis for constructing 'In¬ 
dian' fares." 

The regulations read: 

"Fares for Indians: (a) 
adults — One way passage 
tickets may be issued to 'In¬ 
dians' on presentation (not 
surrender) of Certificate of 
Indian Status Form I.A. 2-6 
of Form I.A. 23*. at one half 


of the regular adult fares au 
Ihorized herein, sufficient 
being added to make half 
fare end in 0 or 5. 

“(b) Children — Indian 
children five years of age and 
under twelve, will be charged 
one half of the Adult 'Indian' 
fare authorized in clause (a) 
above, sufficient to be added 
to make fare end in 0 or 5. 
Indian children under five 
years of age will be carried 


free when accompanied by an 
adult: Indian children twelve 
years of age or over will be 
charged adult Indian fare au¬ 
thorized in clause (a) above. 

"(c) Tickets sold at 'In 
dian' fares must be endorsed 
‘Indian’ and limited in accor¬ 
dance with Rule 3 (b) above: 
the word ‘Indian’ should be 
shown in ‘Remarks’ column 
of report to Manager, Reve¬ 
nue Accounting."

Glazier also questioned the 
right of the CTC to allow the 
discontinuation of service be¬ 
cause of the terms of agree 
ments between the railroad 
and the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. 

The legislation authorizing 
construction of the railway 
specified that the govern 
ment of Canada would con 
tribute to the construction of 
the Esquimalt-to-Nanaimo 
portion of the railway, and 
also hand over land for the 
railroad, on condition that 
the contractors (Robert 
Dunsmuir) continue to oper¬ 
ate the service. 

The legislation for the con¬ 
struction of the railway was 
passed in 1883. 


Prince George lawyer 
Allan Hope has been named 
chairman of a three-man ar¬ 
bitration board that will have 
the task of producing a mas¬ 
ter agreement covering the 
B.C. hospital industry and the 
Hospital Employees’ Union. 

Involved are 20,300 hospital 
workers and more than 100 
hospitals. The union is repre 
sented at all but a handful of 
the province's major hospi 
tals. 

Talks between the HEU 
and the Health Labor Rela 
tions Association broke off 
Dec. 1. Earlier this month 
union members followed the 
recommendation of their ex¬ 
ecutive council and voted in 
favor of settling the dispute 
by binding arbitration. In so 
doing, they are among the 
first unionists to turn to ave¬ 
nues open under new essen¬ 
tial services legislation. 


The choice of binding arbi¬ 
tration enables the industry 
to avoid repetition of the 
strike that closed some hospi¬ 
tals temporarily in the spring 
of 1976. It was the first strike 
in the 32 year history of the 
union. The two year agree¬ 
ment that followed was 
unique in that it was actually 
legislated by the B.C. Legis¬ 
lature. 

This time the union had 
sought a wage Increase of It 
an hour, along with cost of 
living adjustments, but was 
offered about 22 cents an 
hour, according to HEU sec- 
retary-business manager 
Jack Gerow. 

Gerow is the union's mem¬ 
ber on the arbitration board. 
Vancouver lawyer Irwin 
Nalhanson will represent 
IILRA. bargaining arm for 
the industry.

Cable TV may head into space 


Pueblo still a prisoner 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The spy ship Pueblo, the only 
U.S. Navy vessel to surren¬ 
der without a fight since the 
outbreak of the Second World 
War, remains a prisoner of 
North Korea. Monday was 
the 10th anniversary of its 
capture. 

Navy officials say the 935- 
ton Pueblo sits quietly in 
Wonsan Harbor, where it was 
taken by North Korean gun¬ 
boats after they seized It 
offshore. 

The incident became a 
major embarrassment for 
the United States. It exposed 
U.S. inability, with naval and 
?*-* rres then drawn heavily 
;nam war. to pro- 
i \m* i n ship under 
oiers i*fl Korea. It 
J confusion in 
(tif . main of command, 
rcuvhing all the way back to 
Washington. 

Cmdr. Lloyd Bucher, who 
said he ^truck his colors be¬ 
cause “I was completely and 
hopelessly outgunned," is 
now in retirement in Poway, 
Calif., near San Diego, and 
attends the Art Centre Col¬ 
lege of Design at Pasadena. 

He receives $1,400 a month 
in retirement pay from the 
navy, which he augments by 
lecturing on the topic, What ’s 
Right With America. 

Bucher says income from 
his book, My Story , paid for 
the home he shares with his 
wife. Rose, and son, Mike, 23. 

The 80 surviving Pueblo 
crew members, who along 
with Bucher were freed by 
the North Koreans 11 months 
lairr, have scattered. Some 
rc ain in the navy. 

i wo men died, one during 
the melee when the North 
Koreans overran the ship, 
and the other in a Korean 
prison. 

The capture of the Pueblo, 
which was sailing by itself on 
an intelligence-gathering 
mission, hastened the end of 
that kind of spy work. All 
such intelligence-gathering 
ships have since been retired, 
and the United States relies 
mostly on reconnaissance 
satellites to keep watch on 
military activities inside 
Communist countries and to 
listen in on their 
communications.

Arsonist 
escapes 
on pass 

TORONTO (CP) — An ar¬ 
sonist who caused the death 
of a Toronto cleaning woman 
In March, 1972, has escaped 
while on a temporary ab¬ 
sence pass from a B.C. mini¬ 
mum-security prison. 

Paolo Franco Quaranta, 27, 
was serving a life sentence at 
the Matsqui Institution for 
non-capital murder in the 
death of Maria Simone. Pris¬ 
on officials said he was 
granted a temporary absence 
pass last Friday to attend a 
movie in Chilliwack, and 
managed to get free of his 
escort. 

Jack Stewart, a spokesman 
at Matsqui, said Quaranta 
had been transferred to that 
institution from Ontario for 
his own security, but would 
not elaborate. 

Stewart said an intensive 
search for Quaranta had 
begun. 

Mrs. Simone, who worked 
as a cleaning woman to help 
support her husband and 
three children, had finished 
cleaning the offices of a trav¬ 
el agency and was talking on 
the telephone with her hus 
band, Steven, when she was 
killed by an explosion and 
fire set by an arson gang. One 
member of the gang also died 
in the explosion. 

Two other gang members 
fled to Italy. Quaranta was 
caught and convicted.

There was no argument at 
the time over the Pueblo’s 
mission,' but there was a dis¬ 
pute over whether the ship 
was In international waters 
at the time of Its seizure. The 
U.S. claimed the Pueblo was 
at least 12 miles offshore. The 
North Koreans Insisted the 
ship had Intruded on their 
waters. 

In December, 1908, the U.S. 


formally signed a prepared 
•‘confession’’ demanded by 
North Korea as the price of 
releasing the Pueblo crew. 
The United States quickly re¬ 
pudiated the confession. 

Bucher was hailed at first 
by navy officials as "a hero 
among heroes.’’ 

• But there was considerable 
criticism within the navy be¬ 
cause Bucher allowed his 
ship, lightly armed though it 
was. to fall Into hostile hands 
wihout a strong fight. The 
only other American ship to 
be surrendered In modern 
times was a Yangtze River 


patrol boat seized by the Jap¬ 
anese In Shanghai. China, at 
the outbreak of the Second 
World War. 

A navy court of Inquiry was 
convened In 19«9 and heard 
testimony for 80 days before 
recommending a general 
court martial for Bucher and 
action against two other 
officers. 

In the end, on May 6, 1909, 
the navy secretary decided 
"they have suffered enough" 
and halted any legal moves 
against the officers. 

Eventually, 78 of the Pueb¬ 
lo’s crew were decorated.

s'Avast, ye tax swabs! 


OTTAWA (CP) — Looking 
for treasure that Captain 
Kidd may have buried on Oak 
Island off Nova Scotia is a 
business venture and not a 
hobby or infatuation, the Fed¬ 
eral Court of Canada has 
ruled. 

Mr. Justice Alex Cattanach 
said in a recent judgment 
that Montreal businessman 
David Tobias is entitled to 
claim as income tax expenses 
the $101,518 he spent in the 
I9fi0s in an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to find buried treasure 
on Oak Island. 

Judge Cattanach also sadly 
reflected that the “romantic 

aspects of the case.remi 

niscent of Robert I^ouis Ste¬ 
venson’s book Treasure Is¬ 
land became subservient and 
secondary to the more mun¬ 
dane considerations of as¬ 
sumptions made by the min¬ 
ister of national revenue.** 

After almost nine years of 
searching for Captain Hidden 
treasure, Tobias ran out of 
money and enticed friends to 
join with him informing Tri- 
lion Alliance Ltd. to continue 
the hunt. 

But federal revenue offl 
cers refused to allow him to 
deduct the $101,518 he has 
expended from taxes during 


the years he alone sought the 
buried treasure. 

The revenue department 
argued that Tobias “in 
searching for treasure was 
not carrying on a business or 
venture In the nature of 
trade, but was merely en¬ 
gaged in a hobby.” 

It also argued that Tobias 
was not equipped with any 
special knowledge to find any 
treasure and that his chances 
of so doing were quite 
unlikely. 

The evidence was that 
Tobias first became ac¬ 
quainted with the possibility 
of treasure being buried on 
Oak Island when he was sta¬ 
tioned in Nova Scotia with the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. 

Cattanach said Tobias* 
reading made him aware that 
piracy was rampant prior to 
1700 under the guise of priva¬ 
teers. When peace came in 
1706, the warring nations of 
Spain. France and England 
agreed that citizens who had 
turned to piracy should be 
required to surrender them¬ 
selves and their plunder in 
exchange for a pardon. 

But many pirates, includ¬ 
ing Captain Kidd, decided to 
abandon the sunny Caribbean 
and take their plunder to 
North America. There they 


buried their treasure with the 
plan to return later and spend 
their lives In comfort. 

Many never returned and 
there was reputed evidence 
found in 1795 of buried trea 
sure on Oak Island. 

Cattanach said to embark 
upon a search for buried 
treasure “a person needs 
only to have a reasonable ex¬ 
pectation that it is likely to be 
in a certain area.” This fitted 
the case of Tobias. 

He also observed that if 
Tobias had been successful, 
he had no doubt the revenue 
department would have 
sought to tax any treasure 
found. 

The judge said no special 
skills were required in seek¬ 
ing treasures buried in the 
earth. 

“He is searching for trea¬ 
sure secreted by human inge¬ 
nuity and to find the likely 
hiding place does not require 
the professional attributes of 
a mining engineer.” said the 
judge. 

And Cattnach used as an 
example Jim Hawkins, the 
tavern keeper's son In Trea¬ 
sure Island. 

"He was not possessed of 
professional qualifications 
but he did have the deceased 
captain's map of the buried 


treasure,” said Cattanach. 

“The country squire, whose 
assistance Jim Hawkins 
sought and obtained, had the 
necessary acumen and fi¬ 
nances to charter the HI- 
spanola and hire the crew, 
but not sufficient acumen to 
avoid including in that crew 
former members of the cap¬ 
tain’s crew who felt they 
owned a share of the trea¬ 
sure. and led by Long John 
Silver, mutinied to secure 
their full shares or more. 

"The squire, as did Tobias, 
had the conviction that the 
treasure could be found and 
that it would be substantial."

AirWest teams go to Toronto for talk

Both sides in the ’'-.-month 
old AirWest Airlines Ltd. 
strike are taking to the skies 
in search of a settlement. 

This time negotiators will 
he converging on Toronto 
from more than one direction 
for talks Thursday which will 
mark the first meeting since 
before Christmas. 

A Teamsters Union spokes 
man in Vancouver said Tuos 
day the Toronto site w as “mu¬ 


tually agreeable 1 ' because 
one union negotiator — Bill 
Grant of Los Angeles — is in 
New York and is “working on 
a tight schedule.” 

Grant, the Teamsters’ air 
line negotiations expert, will 
team up with Wes Anderson. 
Vancouver Teamsters repre¬ 
sentative who has been in 
s olved in the dispute since its 
outset. The union said Air 
West president Norm Gold 
w ill also be in Toronto for the 
talks and will be joined there 


by a special negotiator from 
Winnipeg. 

.Management personnel 
have been maintaining a par 
lial service since the strike 
began Nov. 13. They were 
pressed into similar service 
for six weeks during the sum 
mer as the result of a “study 
session” called by the union 
in protest against the firing of 
a co-pilot. 

With some runs dropped 
and others curtailed, the com¬ 
pany has been concentrating 


chiefly on the harbor-to-har 
hor seaplane service between 
Victoria and Vancouver. 

AirWest’s pilots, co-pilots, 
mechanics and customer ser 
vice agents are seeking what 
would be a first contract since 
the Teamsters took over bar 
gaining rights last spring, re¬ 
placing the Canadian Broth¬ 
erhood of Railway. Transport 
and General Workers. The 
last CBRT and GW contract 
expired Oct. 31, 1976. 

Involved are some 90 em 


ployees. In the beginning, se¬ 
niority. hours of work and 
wages were the main issue. 

The summer study session 
was followed by a one-day 
strike Oct. 6. At that time the 
employees were forced back 
to work by a temporary court 
injunction. It was issued be¬ 
cause the action was taken 
before a federal mediator had 
reported out of the dispute. 

A union spokesman said 
Tuesday as many as 60 issues 
had been settled during talks 


in December and that seniori¬ 
ty and hours of work had been 
thought to be among these. 
However, he said a letter 
from the company to the em¬ 
ployees Monday indicated 
that these points had not been 
resolved. 

The company’s final offer 
of Oct. 20 was rejected by a 
vote margin of 78 per cent. 
The union spokesman said 
the wage increase offered 
then “didn’t even keep 
abreast of inflation."

*A 36-year-old man was sen¬ 
tenced to five days in jail 
after he pleaded guilty Tues¬ 
day In Victoria provincial 
court to a fraud scheme 
which Judge Frederick 
Green described as “one of 
the best petty cons I’ve seen 
in a long while.” 

Raymond Severny of 3259 
Eldon Place was placed on 
one year's probation and or¬ 
dered to make restitution to¬ 
talling $<>7.50 to the five indi¬ 
viduals defrauded. 

The court was told that a 
female accomplice entered 
five business establishments 
on April 16 and 17 to make 
small purchases with a 
marked $20. bill and was fol¬ 
lowed by Severny, who made 
subsequent small buys. Se¬ 
verny would then insist he 
had been shortchanged, 
claiming he had paid with a 
$20 which he could identify 
because of some markings. 
In the five incidents compris¬ 
ing the charge, clerks paid 
out the change. 

Severny told the court that 
many of his previous convic¬ 
tions stemmed from an ad¬ 
diction problem which he 
said he had now overcome. In 
a lengthy and impassioned 
address to the court, Severny 
pleaded that he not be con¬ 
demned for his previous ac¬ 
tions. 

He told the court that the 
incidents in April were the 
result of a drinking spree 
sparked by the drug related 
death of a brother. 


Judge Green agreed to a 
request by counsel that the 
date of the preliminary hear¬ 
ing of Ervin Ray Beebe, 32, of 
Canoe Cove, Sidney, charged 
with second-degree murder, 
be moved from March 31 
to Feb. 9-10. 

Counsel first brought the 
request before the court last 
week on the basis of a letter 
from Beebe's doctor. Green 
deferred decision on the re¬ 
quest on two occasions last 
week pending information on 
the availability of witnesses 
and court facilities. 


Christopher Boivin, 17, of 
no fixed address, was fined 
$35 after he pleaded guilty to 
driving without a licence and 
was placed on six months’ 
probation after he pleaded 
guilty to the theft of a bottle 
of pop. 

Green rejected a recom¬ 
mendation made in a pre¬ 
sentence report that Boivin 
be placed on a probation 
order without any strict rules 
as he had had difficulty in 
adjusting to authority figures 
because of an earlier family 
conflict.

Binding arbitration be¬ 
tween school teachers and 
boards should be scrapped in 
favor of permitting them to 
have “meaningful salary ne¬ 
gotiations," the Saanich 
school board suggested Mon¬ 
day night. 

In a draft of a letter to 
Education Minister Pat 
McGeer, the board said arbi¬ 
tration boards were unwilling 
to depart from the norm set 
by other teacher agreements 
in the province, and reluctant 
to make any major changes 
in existing agreements. 

Most collective agreements 
in B.C. are negotiated until 
the two parties agree, but 
teachers are exempt from 
this process, and can elect 


binding arbitration. They 
find it advantageous to go to 
arbitration when they know 
an arbitration award will re¬ 
flect settlements elsewhere 
in the province, according to 
tne board. 

School boards needed more 
flexibility in negotiating 
teacher salaries, which con¬ 
stituted the largest single 
item in school board budgets, 
the board wrote McGeer. 

The Public Schools Act cur¬ 
rently provides for binding 
-arbitration to take place 
whenever a board and Its 
teachers have been unable to 
reach a salary agreement by 
Nov. 15. The award must be 
handed down by Dec. 31. 

“There has been pressure 


on school boards by the de¬ 
partment to control educa 
tion costs, but boards are not 
given the power to do so.” 
Trustee Jack Armstrong 
said.

Turks pull out 


ANKARA (Reuter) — Tur¬ 
key announced Tuesday that 
500 more troops would be 
withdrawn from Cyprus, in 
what was seen here as a ges¬ 
ture to improve the atmo¬ 
sphere for intercommunai 
talks on the future of the di¬ 
vided country. 

The new pullout follows the 
withdrawal of 700 Turkish 


soldiers from the island last 
month, bringing the total 
number withdrawn to 14,200 
since the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus in 1974. 

About 29,000 troops remain 
on Cyprus, occupying 36 per 
cent of the island’s land area 
for the Turkish Cypriots, who 
comprise 18 per cent of the 
population. 


the Capital Region Board to 
build a major sewage pump¬ 
ing station on part of the 
land, which borders Shoal 
Bay.

If 
it were decided to create a 
park, this would have to be 
done by a dedication bylaw 
under the Municipal Act,” 
the legal opinion stated. 

“In this case, if this proce¬ 
dure were followed, the as¬ 
sent of the electors would be 
required, since the property 
is in excess of one acre.” 

But by adopting a resolu¬ 
tion of declaration of trust, 
clarifying the status of the 
land, the need for a referen¬ 
dum was avoided. 

Municipal administrator 
James Craven said Tuesday 
that the declaration would be 
filed against the title of the 
land.

Plea from the North: 
Job-seekers stay out 


WHITEHORSE (CP) — 
Government delegations 
from Alaska, the Yukon and 
British Columbia wound up a 
two-daymeeting here Tues¬ 
day with a plea to pipeline job 
seekers to stay home. 

Premier Bennett, Alaska 
Governor Jay Hammond and 
Yukon Commissioner Art 
Pearson told a news confer¬

Alaska Highway natural gas 
pipeline, the project which 
dominated their discussions. 

Alaska expects only about 
8.000 workers to be employed 
on the pipeline during the 
peak of construction in that 
state.

Bennett said he wanted to

Newton would share the 
Doney development profits 
50-50 with W. A. E. Holdings, 
but he did nut recognize the 
memorandum in evidence. 

On April 28 last year Hig¬ 
gins said he met Eastgate 
and Higgins and as a result 


“certain changes were made 
in my working paper file.” 
Eastgate had told him about 
the RCMP raid on Seaboard 
offices and the possibility of a 
police visit to Elliott's of¬ 
fices. 

Eastgate. Higgins and El¬

told about this, and what hap¬ 
pens now." 

The spy satellite disinte¬ 
grated in a ball of fire seen by 
northern residents. 

U.S. and Canadian govern¬ 
ments, teaming up to check 
for radiation dangers, said 
there was little chance any 
atomic debris reached Earth. 

Warned well in advance by 
the U.S. that the small, run¬ 


away satellite might come 
down over North America, 
tne two governments sent air- 
sampling planes to make sure 
no radioactive contamination 
had occurred. 

In Washington. White

French-only law invalid 
for courts; Ottawa elated

101 Charter

QUEBEC (CP) — Bill 101. the Charter of the French 
language, was passed by the Quebec national assem¬ 
bly and assented to by the lieutenant-governor in French 
only, government officials and other sources confirmed 
Tuesday. 

The disclosure, coming on the heels of a court decision 
which ruled part of the language law unconstitutional, raises 
the possibility that the entire charter may be thrown out 
eventually by the courts. 

Chief Justice Jules Deschenes of superior court ruled 
Tuesday that Bill 101’s restrictions on the use of English in 
the courts and legislature were invalid. He did not address 
himself to the more than 200 other clauses in the law which 
give French priority in education, business and the public 
service. 

However, Deschenes noted that the British North 
America Act requires all Quebec laws to be 'adopted and 
sanctioned” in both English and French. The conclusion 
drawn by many lawyers is that any law adopted only in 
French would be unconstitutional in its entirety if tested in 
court. 

It is reliably reported that the Parti Quebeeois govern¬ 
ment, recognizing the legal difficulties, tried belatedly to 
get Lt.-Gov. Hugues Lapointe to sign an English version of 
the language law, but Lapointe refused. 

Government officials, however, have denied that such 
an attempt was made. 

“Up until Bill 101 all laws were presented in two lan¬ 
guages (French and English) in the same text,” said 
Andre Beaudoin, executive assistant to Camille Laurin, the 
Quebec minister who sponsored the language charter. 

“Starting with Bill 101, laws are uniquely in French,” 
Beaudoin said in a telephone interview, adding that Bill 101 
itself had been adopted in this manner. 

Montreal lawyer Robert Litvack, who argued the test 
case before Deschenes, said the judgment allows anyone to 
attack the remaining parts of Bill 101. 

“The law is just sitting there on the shelf waiting to 
be plucked off,” Litvack said, adding: “It's not a possibility 
it's an inevitability.”

MPs were claiming a vic¬ 
tory for federalism Tuesday 
as a result of a Quebec Superi¬ 
or Court decision ruling part 
of Quebec's Charter of the 
French Language unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Marc Lalonde. federal-pro¬ 
vincial relations minister, 
said in Ottawa the ruling up¬ 
holds the right of all T)ue- 
becers to appear before the 
courts in the language of their 
choice. 

"Don’t underestimate the 
significance of this decision,” 


Lalonde told reporters out¬ 
side the Commons. ‘ 

The ruling by Chief Justice 
Jules Deschenes said it was 
unconstitutional for the char¬ 
ter to name French as the sole 
official language in Quebec 
courts. 

In Quebec City Justice Min¬ 
ister Marc-Andre Bedard said 
in a one-sentence statement 
issued by his Quebec City of¬ 
fice — his only comment on 
the ruling — that he has in¬ 
structed government lawyers 
to petition Quebec Court of 
Appeal to overturn the lower- 
court decision.

Dear Brigitte . . . 

Pierre defends baby-seal hunt in letter 
as European legislators press for ban 


STRASBOURG, France <AP) — Eu 
rupeun legislators recommended Tues¬ 
day a two-year ban on the hunting 
of seal pups in Greenland following a 
debate marked by the presence of 
French actress Brigitte Bardot. 

Scandinavian members of the 20-coun- 
try Council of Europe opposed (he rec¬ 
ommendation on the grounds that it 
was based on false information and that 
(here was no threat of the species disap¬ 
pearing. 

Miss Bardot, an active campaigner 
against animal cruelty who visited Ca¬ 
nadian seal-hunting grounds last year, 
was invited to be present. 

Earlier Tuesday she received a letter 
from Prime Minister Trudeau who re¬ 
fused her call for a ban on seal hunting 
in Canada. He said the hunt “relieves a 


great deal of poverty, is carried out 
humanely and does nol endanger the 
species." 

Trudeau said in his letter, delivered 
by the Canadian consul-general, that 
seals were killed in a quicker and more 
humane manner than most domestic 
animals in all the civilized world. Miss 
Bardot protested Canadian government 
wildlife protection policies in an open 
letter to Trudeau last Dec. 13. 

The council's recommendation now 
goes to the committee of foreign minis¬ 
ters for its consideration but in the last 
instance action will depend on the deci¬ 
sion of the Danish government. 

The Council of Europe also called for 
measures to reduce marine and coastal 
pollution and to impose curbs on im¬ 
ports of seal pup skins. 


In his judgment, Deschenes 
found that Chapter 3 of the 
language charter contradicts 
Article 133 of the British 
North America Act, which 
allows the use of English or 
French in the Parliament of 
Canada, the Quebec legisla¬ 
ture and in the courts of Cana¬ 
da and Quebec. 

A lawyer who pleaded the 
case said the ruling could 
bring into question the legali¬ 
ty of all laws passed by the 
Parti Quebeeois since the 
charter came into effect last 
year and all laws providing 
for English-only passed in 
Manitoba since 1890. 

Deschenes said Chapter 3 
exceeds the limit of the con¬ 
stitutional competence of the 
Legislature of Quebec.” 

A spokesman for Prime 
Minister Trudeau said the 
judgment came as no sur¬ 
prise. 

The prime minister had 
said last fall that the section of 
the charter dealing with the 
courts was the most vulner¬ 
able, the spokesman said. 

Lalnnde said the judgment 
shows “we have in the courts 
a judicial system independent 
of the political system." 

When Marcel Prudhomme. 
Liberal MP for the Montreal 
riding of St. Denis learned of 
the judgment, he said: “Wow. 
wow, wow.” 

Lalonde said he did not ex¬ 
pect the judgment would 
change the federal govern¬ 
ment's tactics regarding its 
opposition to Quebec's lan¬ 
guage law. 

The government preferred 
that individuals challenge the 
law in courts rather than the 
government itself. 

Deschenes, in his judg 
ment, declared all seven arti¬ 
cles of the charter’s Chapter:! 
totally void. These deal with 
the language of legislation 
and justice as outlined in Bill 
101 . adopted by the national 
assembly as the Charter of 
the French Language last 
Aug. 26. 

The chapter states that 
French is the language of leg¬ 
islation and justice in Quebec 
and that all laws shall be 
tabled, adopted and sanc¬ 
tioned in French. It also states 
that corporate entities must 
plead in Quebec courts in 
French only unless all parties 
involved agree on the use of 
English.

Hydro rates rise 
‘few cents’ in April 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
British Columbia Hydro 
and Power Authority will 
announce increases in its 
electricity and natural gas 
rates Friday, Robert Bon¬ 
ner, chairman of the 
Crown corporation, said 
Tuesday. 

Bonner said in an inter¬ 
view that the increases, 


effective April 1, stem 
from a $i20-million-dollar 
increase in costs. 

He said the electricity 
rate increase will only 
amount to “cents per 
day," but the natural gas 
increase will be much 
larger. 

Hydro must pass on 
higher gas costs charged 


by its supplier, Westcoast 
Transmission, said Bon¬ 
ner. 

Westcoast has been al¬ 
lowed an approximate 20- 
per-cent increase in the 
price of natural gas, effec¬ 
tive March 1. Gas that 
now costs Hydro an aver¬ 
age 99 cents a thousand 
cubic feet will then cost 
$ 1 . 20 . 
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Charges planned in battle of tugs at sea

NANAIMO — It will be later this week before 
any charges are laid in the battle at sea last 
week that caused damage estimated by the owner at 
$20,000 to a Nanaimo-based 60-foot tug. 


The tug, the Kyuquot, is at Nanaimo Shipyards 
being assessed for damage, after the incident in 
Stuart Channel near Chemainus last Thursday morn¬ 
ing. 

Chemainus RCMP said they expected a charge 
would be laid in the incident either under the 
criminal code or the shipping act in a day or 
two. 

The owner of Broughton Towing, Ridge Wilson 
of Nanaimo, said that he attributed the incident 
to the highly competitive nature of the towing busi¬ 
ness. 


Wilson said the true costs of the incident were 
just beginning to be determined, since there would 
also be the expense of having a tug out of service for at 
least a week, a lost tow line and costs of salvaging the 
Kyuquol's log tow. 

“Settling that will be up to the lawyers.” 

He said Thursday’s ramming and harassment of his 
tug were not the first incidents the company had 
experienced. 

Broughton towing had been in Nanaimo for about 
two and a half years, he said, and had been in business 
in Vancouver since 1971 before moving here. 


He said that suggestions his tug was harrassed 
because it used non union personnel were not correct, 
since his workers are union members. 


Wilson said competition for business could create 
tense situations in the towing industry. 


The battle began early Thursday morning, when two 
tugs began harassing the Kyuquot, Wilson said. Beer 
bottles and raw eggs were thrown at the Kyuquot, he 
said, with the incident ending with the ramming of 
tug by the two harassing tugs. 

The two tugs came close enough for his crew to 
identify them. Wilson said, and that information 
had been given to the police. 


Gary Urton. a vice-president of Chemainus Towing 
Ltd., another tug company, said he was "very dis¬ 
turbed" at newspaper articles placing damage to the 
Nanaimo tug at $20,000 or more “when in actual fact 
professional estimates amounted to $600.” 

Urton said he had heard certain allegations but had 
received no evidence or facts. His company was 
carrying out an internal investigation and "we will 
know what happened when these investigations are 
completed.” 


School 

eludes 

‘torch’ 


DUNCAN — A recent at¬ 
tempt by vandals to "torch 
Chemainus secondary 
school” by using a flame 
bomb was unsuccessful, ac¬ 
cording to School District 65 
works superintendent George 
Routley. 

He told school trustees at 
their meeting this week that 
vandals had attempted to 
"torch the school" last week¬ 
end. 

He said "the culprits had 
set fire to a spray paint can in 
an attempt to turn it into a 
flame bomb and set fire to the 
school.” 

Routley said that “fortuna¬ 
tely a fire did not support 
itself and damage was con¬ 
fined to carpeting and a wall. 
But this was because there 
was not enough paint spray 
left in the can.” 

He said suspects were 
being questioned but no 
charges had yet been laid. 

Routley said a second inci- 
dent of vandalism occurred, 
also at the Chemainus school, 
during the weekend, when a 
person drove a vehicle in an 
attempt to ruin the main field 
surface. The cost of the dank 
age exceeded $500. In this 
case, a person had been ap¬ 
prehended and the court had 
ordered full restitution be 
made. But the school’s sports 
program would have to suf¬ 
fer for the rest of this year, he 
said.

This writer - and hundreds of others - would like to see a 
suitable memorial that will perpetuate his name, along with 
the conservation theories he preached for so many years 
before conservation and environmental protection became 
the in-thing.

I I HINK it would be nice to take a river like Trout Creek, 
near Campbell River, which he writes about so lovingly as 
Cedar Creek in his book Fisherman's Kali, and improve it 
along the lines he suggested so many times for small 
streams. Not with hatcheries, but with habitat and environ¬ 
mental improvements to enhance the capabilities of main 
mining wild fish It could be done under the Salmonid 
Enhancement Program and preferably mostly by volunteer 
labor on the part of school children and fishermen. After all 
the $ too million enhancement plan just now getting under 
w a\ is largely putting into action ideas Haig-Brown has been 
pushing for years. Somewhere along the line his name 
should be attached to it. 

Haig-Brown’s life itself, and the many books he wrote, 
have been an inspiration to anglers and conservationists all 
over the world. His name ranks with Rachael Carson and 
Aldo Leopold in the outdoor field.

SPEAKING at the catch-and-release symposium CalTrout 
president Richard H. May credited Haig-Brown with mak 
mg him an “angler-conservationist.” 

' ll it were not for him. I doubt we would be gathered here 
today." he told delegates. “Forty years ago a young man 
(Haig-Brown) in British Columbia began writing of fish and 
fishing. He wrote of ethics, restraint, putting fish back, 
traditions, beauty and fascination of rivers, conservation. 
Those few of us who began organizing the trout and 
steelhead fishermen of California into a potent conservation 
force more than a dozen years ago, all of us were students 
of Roderick Haig-Brown. To a man, we all agreed to put 
Haig-Brown’s teachings to work. Little surprise, then, that 
to this day the leaders of CalTrout proudly proclaim they are 
but disciples of the prophet Roderick Haig-Brown.’’ 

May quoted freely from several of the books written by the 
Campbell River author: 

“I have two hopes for the future. The first and lesser one is 
that game commissions will one day have sense enough to 
set limits that measurably reflect the sport safely avail¬ 
able. The second and deeply urgent one is that we shall grow 
a race of sportsmen no one of w hom will ever consider it a 
matter of pride to have killed a limit... 

"The real truth is that sport is made by and exists in just 
three things: tradition, ethics and restraint. Reduce, re¬ 
move or destroy these and nothing useful is left. It may be 
enough to satisfy newcomers to the sport for a little while, 
but it cannot hold them long - there is nothing to grow on. 
nothing to advance to... 

"Most of the arguments about harvesting the run or taking 
the crop make a measure of sense, some more, some less, if 
one accepts a single premise: that the main purpose of sport 
is killing. The logical mind of the scientist charged with the 
management of a fishery leads him into exactly this mis¬ 
conception... 

"What has to be understood is that the quality of sport is 
all important. And the quality of sport is not something that 
can be readily measured: it is the sum of generations of 
tradition, ethics and restraint. The quality of sport is in what 
anglers themselves have imagined, developed, tested and 
proved over hundreds of years. It is something that has 
evolved, not something that has been imposed. It is in what a 
man dreams of by the firesid&at home and goes out next day 
or next year to try and realize on his favorite lake or 
stream.” • _ 

* ★ ★ 

MORE THAN a quarter century ago Haig-Brown wrote 
about releasing fish unharmed, a ritual that is being prac¬ 
ticed more and more by today’s anglers. 

"All bag limits are evil if they are regarded as a mark to 
fish for or shoot at. and this is almost invariably what 
happens to them." he says in one of his books. 

“The fisherman's enormous advantage in the matter of 
bag limits is that he can limit his killing without appreciably 
limiting his sport, and he can also select what he does kill in 
a way that is seldom possible in other sports...The fisher 
man can throw his fly, rise and hook and play his fish, even 
net him or beach him or hold him in his hands, and still 
return him unharmed. It is often claimed that it is difficult 
to return a fish safely to.water. I am satisfied that it is not. A 
little knowledge is necessary, a little understanding of how a 
fish works, and a few reasonably precise and confident hand 
movements. Fish that have been netted will not die, as some 
people believe .fish handled with dry hands will not die from 
this alone...fish dropped back into the water from a reason¬ 
able height will not die. These are tales spread by men who 
want an excuse for killing all the fish they catch.” 

Haig Brown said: “It is the angler’s business to know and 
understand things of this sort: if the government does not 
4mow enough jto protect his interests for him, he must 
protect them for himself. 

That was written nearly to years ago. and what he was 
preaching was that fishermen should ignore the fact that 
agencies traditionally fail to set appropriate bag and si/e 
limits, and to take the matter into their own hands 
Roderick Haig-Brown was trul\ a man years ahead ol his 
lime.

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‘Flood plain bylaw’ dispute grows wider

PORT ALBERN1 — Ob¬ 
viously no one is going to be 
happy with Bylaw 3339 until a 
city-provincial study on it has 
been completed and the re¬ 
sults acted upon. 

Now famous as the “flood 
plain bylaw,” it designates a 
large area in the city’s north 
side as a flood plain and as a 
result lays down certain rul¬ 
ings on property there. 


It has been the subject of 
charges and counter charges 
between the city and the resi¬ 
dents of the area for almost 
two years. 

Latest development in the 
long dispute, which satisfied 
neither side, was the receipt 
this week of the decision of 
the Assessment Appeal Board 
on appeals heard last year 
against the level of property 


assessment in the area due to 
its designation. 

The board, which heard the 
appeals in July of last year, 
merely confirmed, in all but 
one case, the finding of a 
court of revision hearing 
which granted every property 
in the area a 25-pcr-ccnt de¬ 
crease in assessment. 

In a letter to council, Mrs. 
June Sanderson, a resident 


Airport plan still alive 


PORT ALBERNI - An air¬ 
port committee to again 
study the feasibility of an air¬ 
port to service the Albemi 
Valley was revived at this 
week’s city council meeting. 

Aid. Mo Inwards moved the 
motion to revive the commit¬ 
tee on the strength of re¬ 
marks he said had been made 
by Comox-Alberni MP Hugh 
Anderson at a recent Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce meeting to 
the effect that federal fund¬ 
ing of up to $250,000 was still 
available to assist in the 
building of a local airport. 

Aid. Alice Chiko said she 
would second Inwards’ mo¬ 
tion but only on terms that 
further investigation of the 
possibility of an airport be 
undertaken in conjunction 
with Parksville and Quali- 


cum, with the eventual loca¬ 
tion of the field to be some¬ 
where around the Coombs 
area. 

"The people of this city 
turned down the idea of an 
airport here in the 1976 refer¬ 
endum,” she said, "and we 
need to go in another direc¬ 
tion if we are going to revive 
the issue.” 

Aid. Bryon Latham wanted 
to know at what cost the com¬ 
mittee would be revived, but 
Inwards said he had not gone 
that far with the idea. 

Speaking against the mo¬ 
tion, Aid. George McKnight 
said he was still opposed to 
the airport idea, principally 
on the basis of cost to the city. 

“Aside altogether from the 
initial cost of construction, I 
can foresee that the city tax¬ 


payers will be stuck with the 
maintenance cost of a facility 
which will serve the entire 
area, as they are in other 
instances,” he said. 

It was all very well for 
Anderson to talk about the 
grants available from Otta¬ 
wa, he continued, but he 
would have to be convinced 
that a new airport would not 
in fact be a financial burden 
to the city both in the short 
and long term. 

Inwards accused McKnight 
of prejudging the issue before 
it was fully investigated, and 
said that while the consulta¬ 
tion with Parksville and Qua- 
licum was not the original 
intent of his motion, he would 
accept the qualification. His 
motion received a majority 
vote. 


who had appealed for a 
greater relief than that given, 
called the board's decision “a 
grave miscarriage of jus¬ 
tice.” 

Mrs. Sanderson pointed out 
that with the decision, the 
board had granted the reduc¬ 
tion to some of the highest 
land in the northern portion 
of the city, while giving no 
further consideration to land 
which, because it was below a 
certain geodetic level, could 
neither be filled nor subdivid¬ 
ed. 

On terms of the manner in 
which the blanket reduction 
was granted, she said, both 
the city and residents who 
were subject to the conditions 
of the bylaw were losers.

Sanderson and Mrs. Petron- 
ella Nalleweg lost their ap¬ 
peals for a reduction greater 
than the 25 per cent. 

Aid. Denis Thain defended 
the findings of the court of 
revision, of which he was a 
member at the time the first 
appeal was heard. 

• The court had made the 
recommendation for a 25-per¬ 
cent reduction merely on 
terms that it had neither the 


time nor the manpower to go 
into each individual case in 
the area, he said. 

“We did so merely as an 
indication that we felt that 
some reduction was, in many 
cases, certainly justified. But 
it was our clear understand¬ 
ing that the appeals would 
then be returned to the as¬ 


sessment authority, who in ' 
turn would go about the task 
of taking a second look at all 
the affected properties and 
spelling out — as with five 
per cent here and 15 per cent 
there and so on — which pro¬ 
perties should get what treat¬ 
ment,” he said.

The spy satellite disinte¬ 
grated in a ball of fire seen by 
northern residents. 

U.S. and Canadian govern¬ 
ments, teaming up to check 
for radiation dangers, said 
there was little chance any 
atomic debris reached Earth. 

Warned well in advance by 
the U.S. that the small, run¬ 


away satellite might come 
down over North America, 
the two governments sent air- 
sampling planes to make sure 
no radioactive contamination 
had occurred. 

In Washington, White 
House security adviser Zbig¬

French-only law invalid

QUEBEC (CIP) — Bill 101, th* Charter of the F rench 
language, was passed by the Quebec national assem 
bly and assented to by the lieutenant-governor in French 
only, government officials and other sources confirmed 

Tuesday 

The disclosure, coming on the heels of a court decision 
which ruled part of the language law unconstitutional, raises 
the possibility that the entire charter may be thrown out 
eventually by the courts. 

Chief Justice Jules Deschenes of superior court ruled 
Tuesday that Bill 101s restrictions on the use of English in 
the courts and legislature were invalid. He did not address 
himself to the more tihan 200 other clauses in the law which 
give French priority in education, business and the public 
service. 

However. Deschenes noted that the British North 
America Act requires all Quebec laws to be “adopted and 
sanctioned” in both English and French. The conclusion 
drawn by many lawyers is that any law adopted only in 
French would be unconstitutional in its entirety if tested in 
court. 

It is reliably reported that the Parti Quebecois govern 
ment, recognizing the legal difficulties, tried belatedly to 
get Lt.-Gov. Hugues Lapointe to sign an English version of 
the language law, but Lapointe refused. 

Government officials, however, have denied that such 
an attempt was made. 

"Up until Bill 101 all laws were presented in two lan¬ 
guages (French and English) in the same text.” said 
Andre Beaudoin, executive assistant to Camille Laurin, the 
Quebec minister who sponsored the language charter. 

“Starting with Bill 101. laws are uniquely in French,” 
Beaudoin said in a telephone interview, adding that Bill 101 
itself had been adopted in this manner. 

Montreal lawyer Robert Litvack. who argued the test 
case before Deschenes. said the judgment allows anyone to 
attack the remaining parts of Bill 101. 

“The law is just sitting there on the shelf waiting to 
be plucked off," Litvack said, adding: “It’s not a possibility 
it’s an inevitability.”

Pierre defends baby-seal hunt in letter 
as European legislators press for ban 


STRASBOURG, France (AP) - Eu 
ropean legislators recommended Tues¬ 
day a two-year ban on the hunting 
of seal pups In Greenland following a 
debate marked by the presence of 
French actress Brigitte Bardot. 

Scandinavian members of the 20 -coun- 
try Council of Europe opposed the rec¬ 
ommendation on the grounds that it 
was based on false information and that 
there was no threat of the species disap¬ 
pearing. 

Miss Bardot, an active campaigner 
against animal cruelty who visited Ca¬ 
nadian seal-hunting grounds last year, 
was invited to be present 

Earlier Tuesday she received a letter 
from Prime Minister Trudeau who re¬ 
fused her call for a ban on seal hunting 
in Canada. He said the hunt "relieves a 


great deal of poverty, is carried out 
humanely and does not endanger the 

species." 

Trudeau said in his letter, delivered 
by the Canadian consul-general, that 
seals were killed in a quicker and more 
humane manner than most domestic 
animals in all the civilized world. Miss 
Bardot protested Canadian government 
wildlife protection policies in an open 
letter to Trudeau last Dec. 13- 

The council's recommendation now 
goes to the committee of foreign minis¬ 
ters for its consideration but in the last 
instance action will depend on the deci¬ 
sion of the Danish government. 

The Council of Europe also called for 
measures to reduce marine and coastal 
pollution and to impose curbs on im¬ 
ports of seal pup skins. 


In his judgment, Deschenes 
found that Chapter 3 of the 
language charter contradicts 
Article 133 of the British 
North America Act, which 
allows the use of English or 
French in the Parliament of 
Canada, the Quebec legisla¬ 
ture and in the courts of Cana¬ 
da and Quebec. 

A lawyer who pleaded the 
case said the ruling could 
bring into question the legali¬ 
ty of all laws passed by the 
Parti Quebecois since the 
charter came into effect last 
year and all laws providing 
for English-only passed in 
Manitoba since 1890. 

Deschenes said Chapter 3 
"exceeds the limit of the con¬ 
stitutional competence of the 
Legislature of Quebec.” 

A spokesman for Prime 
Minister Trudeau said the 
judgment came as no sur¬ 
prise. 

The prime minister had 
said last fall that the section of 
the charter dealing with the 
courts was the most vulner¬ 
able, the spokesman said. 

Lalonde said the judgment 
-shows "we have in the courts 
a judicial system independent 
of the political system.” 

When Marcel Prudhomme. 
Liberal MP for the Montreal 
riding of St. Denis learned of 
the judgment, he said: "Wow. 
wow. wow." 

Lalonde said he did not ex 
pect the judgment would 
change the federal govern¬ 
ment's tactics regarding its 
opposition to Quebec’s Ian 
guage law. 

The government preferred 
that individuals challenge the 
law in courts rather than the 
government itself. 

Deschenes, in his judg¬ 
ment, declared all seven arti¬ 
cles of the charter's Chapter:) 
totally void. These deal with 
the language of legislation 
and justice as outlined in Bill 
101 , adopted by the national 
assembly as the Charter of 
the French Language last 
Aug. 26. 

The chapter states that 
French is the language of leg¬ 
islation and justice in Quebec 
and lhat all laws shall be 
tabled, adopted and sanc¬ 
tioned in French. It also states 
that corporate entities must 
plead in Quebec courts in 
French only unless all parties 
involved agree on the use of 
English.

Ottawa tosses 
jobs initiative 
at industry 


OTTAWA (CH) - Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien intro¬ 
duced legislation in the Com¬ 
mons Tuesday setting up a 
tax credit plan for corpora¬ 
tions and said he expects in 
dustry to use it to create up to 
50.009 new jobs a year. 

"They always are asking 
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the government not to do too 
much (to interfere). 
Chretien said at a press con 
ference. 

"Now I'm giving the pri 
\ ate sector a chance to create 
some jobs." 

The credit, in the form of 
deduction from taxes owing, 
will be up to $2 an hour 
for each new employee. It 
will be allowed only for new 
jobs lhat would not have been 
created without the incen 
live. , 

Not all areas will be per 
mitted the maximum $2 an 
hour credit. The maximum 
deduction will be permitted 
only in high unemployment 
areas, which the department 
defines as those where the 
maximum 10 per-cent tax 
credit for new investment 
now is allowed. 

This means the S2 lax cred¬ 
it rate is confined to new jobs 
created in the Atlantic pro 
vinces and the Gaspe area of 
Quebec. Designated areas of 
Quebec. Saskatchewan, Man 
iloba. Ontario. Alberta and 
British Columbia qualify for 
the $1.75 rate. 

The credit counts as tax¬ 
able income, so that small 
conrpanies'ihat pay lower 
corporate lax rates get more 
benefit 

The legislation presented 
Tuesday calls for the pro 
gram to go into force March 
, 31. It will run for two years. 


Hydro rates rising 
‘few cents’ in April 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
British Columbia Hydro 
and Power Authority will 
announce increases in its 
electricity and natural gas 
rates Friday, Robert Bon¬ 
ner, chairman of the 
Crown corporation, said 
Tuesday.

by duplex owner

A police sergeant and a 
building inspector were 
barred from entering an Es¬ 
quimau duplex on Tuesday by 
the building's owner, who said 
he was exercising his rights 
under Canadian law. 

In a heated exchange out on 
the street, Gordon Osborne of 
1231 Effingham told muni¬ 
cipal Inspector Bill Edgington 
and Esquimau Sgt. Douglas 
Sproxton that federal law 
gives Canadians the right to 
privacy, and that the Crimi¬ 
nal Code permits citizens to 
defend their homes against 
forcible entry, by any means 
necessary. 

Osborne said the municipal¬ 
ity was on a "personal ven¬ 
detta” and was harrassing 
him and his tenants. 

The house the two men were 
barred from was at 1221 -1225 
Effingham, next door to Os¬ 
borne's house, and was built 
by Osborne about five years 
ago. 


Osborne rents the house out 
as a duplex, and he has feuded 
with the municipality In and 
out of court over the installa¬ 
tion of interconnecting doors 
and whether the bouse Is a 
duplex or not. 

But the real controversy on 
Tuesday appeared to be 
whether anyone has the right 
to enter your house at any 
time and without your per¬ 
mission, or even without the 
authorization of a search war¬ 
rant. 

And once Inside, how per¬ 
sonal can their questions be¬ 
come. 

The controversy stems 
from an Esquimau bylaw that 
says a building inspector and 
"his assistant" are author¬ 
ized to enter anyone's house 
or apartment “at any reason¬ 


able time” to determine If 
municipal regulations "are 
obeyed.” 

The text of the bylaw adds 
“No person shall prevent or 
obstruct or seek to prevent or 
obstruct the entrance by said 
building inspector or any of 
his assistants.” 

“I'm just following the In¬ 
structions of the municipal 
engineer (Malcolm Camp¬ 
bell) and council,” Edgjngton 
said. “I’m only doing my 
job." 

"I’m taking a stand," Os¬ 
borne replied, “I’ve been 
asked by my tenants not to 
have you bother them." 

“According to the bylaw. I 
have the right of entry," Ed¬ 
gington said. 

He added: “You don't want 
us to go in?" 


Osborne: “That's right." 

Osborne said if necessary, 
he would take the issue to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Asked by a reporter why he 
wanted to get inside the build¬ 
ing, Edgington said he wanted 
to interview the tenants to 
find out If they were married, 
or if they weren't married, 
were they related “by blood.” 

Asked what difference that 
made, he said: “If they're 
related, then fine. If they’re 
not related, then it’s two sep¬ 
arate units.” 

The municipality apparent¬ 
ly wanted to find out if there 
were two or four separate 
parties renting the house, and 
if the house was a "fourplex” 
or a duplex. 

Edgington and Sproxton at 


first denied to Osborne that 
they had been inside the house 
four days before, on Jan. 20, 
when Osborne was away, then 
later said they had been con¬ 
fused about the date, and that 
they had. in fact, knocked on 
the door, identified them¬ 
selves as a building inspector 
and a policeman, and then 
checked to see if the intercon¬ 
necting doors had been put up 
as the municipality had or¬ 
dered. 

The doors were there, they 
said, but they were locked. 

Asked why they had re¬ 
turned on Tuesday if they had 
inspected the house four days 
before, Edgington said: “The 
municipal engineer (Camp¬ 
bell) felt things might have 
been changed again." 

Edgington said he often has 
to inspect houses when there 
are complaints, but he admit¬ 
ted that this time there had 
been no complaint, and that it 
was "the feeling of the muni¬ 
cipal engineer" that an in¬ 
spection should be made.

Answerin g service cut 

Teachers phone in 
sick , chaos results

The Greater Victoria school district’s 
“system” for calling substitutes when teach¬ 
ers report sick is in chaos, and something will 
have to be done about it, teacher representa¬ 
tives said Tuesday. 

In past years the district has contracted 
with an answering service to take calls 
from teachers reporting sick and to phone 
substitutes to take their places in the class¬ 
room. 

But school trustees lopped the answering 
service out of the 1978 provisional budget 
last fall, partly for budgetary reasons and 
partly because some trustees felt it was too 
easy for teachers to phone in sick. 

“It Is a privilege to be sick, not a right,” one 
trustee said. 

The trustees felt that teachers should 
phone principals when they are sick and the 
principals can call a substitute. 

The result has been chaos and confusion 
every morning, especially during the flu 
season, when many teachers took to their 
beds. Greater Victoria Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion president Syd Langhelt said Tuesday. 

Principals have been getting so many calls 
from sick teachers that they have asked them 
to do their own phoning in some cases, and 
the principals themselves have had to devote 
inordinate amounts of time to staffing their 
classrooms. 

With no central agency or individual to 
co-ordinate the process, the work is being 
spread unevenly among substitute teachers, 
Langhelt added. 

Those who are well known may get 30 calls 
in a momingv while others get none at all. 
One sick teacher had to phone 15 substitutes 
last week to find one who was free. 

Besides creating difficulties for teachers 
who belong in bed, rather than on the 
telephone, and for principals w ho have other 
things to do with their time, “some classes 


have not been properly covered because of 
the difficulty of getting substitutes," Langh- 
eit said. 

The teachers’ association offered to pay 
the cost of an answering service of some 
kind for one month, until the school board 
could re-consider the issue in its final 
budget discussions, but was rebuffed by the 
school district, Langhelt said. 

An administration official told the teachers 
he would forbid principals to use the service 
even if it were paid for by the association, 
Langhelt said. 

The teachers are now pinning their hopes 
on two briefs submitted to the school board 
by the substitute teachers’ association and 
the school administrators’ sub-association. 

Langhelt is optimistic that the school board 
will receive the briefs favorably. 

“I'm looking forward to a solution. They 
are really positive briefs and 1 hope that 
trustees will have some kind of answering 
service in place.” 

“We are the only school district of this size 
without an answering service for calling 
substitutes. Most districts have a recording 
machine for telephone messages and a 
clerk who takes the calls and phones substi¬ 
tutes on the substitute list.” 

The teachers recognize the board’s legiti¬ 
mate desire for more control over teachers’ 
sick days, for managerial and bookkeeping 
reasons, Langhelt said. It should be possible 
to come up with a system to satisfy these 
needs without requiring ill teachers and busy 
principals to spend the morning on the tele¬ 
phone, he maintained. 

Langhelt added that the district averaged 
4.5 sick days per teacher last year, a 
figure well below that in other districts. 

In the meantime the GVTA has passed two 
policy resolutions to guide its members. 
The resolutions oppose the practice of having 
sick teachers call their own substitutes, 
and tell principals not to ask teachers to do 
so. 


There’s 


sparkling future for diamond investors

Diamonds are a girl’s best friend. Also 
the shrewd investor s. 

So says former diamond cutter Warren 
Langman, South African-born diamond 
dealer, onetime sugarcane farmer, health 
food manufacturer and body building expert 
who now operates the new Victoria Health 
Club on Johnson in downtown Victoria. 

LANGMAN, who moved to Victoria a few 
months ago from Kelowna, was for six years 
a diamond cutter with Furstenberg and Son 
of Johannesburg before he took up farming. 
He and his wife and two children left South 
Africa two years ago to “sort of explore the 
world.” 

“Diamonds can be an excellent Invest¬ 
ment, providing the purchaser has some 
knowledge and has the help of a reputable 
dealer,” he said in an Interview. 

Although some quick returns can be made, 
they are basically a long-term investment or 
a hedge against inflation. 

THE GEMSTONES, a form of carbon 
which is the hardest material known to man, 
have continually shown steady growth in 
prices. For example, 15 years ago a flawless 
blue-white one-carat stone cost $1,000 or less. 
Today the same stone could fetch as much as 
$17,000, while a two-carat stone, blue-white 
and flawless, is worth three times that 
amount. 

Diamond prices are expected to increase 
considerably in the near future, he said, with 
some sources predicting a doubling in value 
within 12 months. 

To purchase a stone for investment, one 
should consider the “three Cs” — cut, color 
and clarity. 

The most common cut today is the round 
or “brilliant” cut, designed to reflect the 
maximum amount of light, to give the stone 


its brilliance, 56 perfect facets, with every 
angle measured apd exact. 

COLORS can vary from white to pink, and 
even green and black, with the whites fetch¬ 
ing the top prices. Blue-white and pink are 
the highest-priced of all, with canary yel¬ 
low also very valuable. 

Lack of clarity, or whether the stone 
contains any inclusions, which might be a 
black color spot, a white cloud or feather, a 
crack or other blemish, reduces the value 
considerably, but the inferior stones appreci¬ 
ate just as much as the top-priced ones, 
Langman said. 

“One should try to purchase good color, 
brilliance, and maximum purity. As an in¬ 
vestment, stones weighing one carat or more 
a re advisable. Place them in your bank vault 
and watch their value grow,” he said. 

HIS ADVICE for young couples getting 
engaged is to consult a reputable dealer. 
“Most girls know what they want, and it is a 
gift of love, so buy accordingly. The en¬ 
gagement ring, unless one is wealthy, is a 
symbol and not an investment^ so buy your 
fancy, but ensure that you get a good deal,” 
Langman said. 

When it comes to cashing In, there are 
various ways to sell. A local dealer such as 
Tony de Goutiere on Estevan in Oak Bay will 
take them on consignment or buy them out¬ 
right. 

Auction houses in London or New York 
usually pay better prices than many smaller 
dealers, Langman said. 

Recalling bis years as a diamond cutter, 
he related how during his first four months as 
an apprentice, he had to cross a picket line 
because apprentices weren’t allowed to be¬ 
long to the union and his foreman was also his 
Journeyman. 

“It was not an easy beginning to the 
trade,” he said.

Langman: Cut, color, clarity 


DIAMOND DEALING in South Africa is a 
closed trade, closely watched by the diamond 
branch of the police, known as the Greys, a 
highly-effectlve police unit. 

The trade is controlled financially by the 
giant De Beers company, a subsidiary of 
Anglo-American, which has a virtual monop¬ 
oly on buying and selling. 

Raw gem-quality diamonds are bought 
sight unseen in monthly consignments by 
factories such as Furstenberg, where Lang¬ 
man was employed for his six years in the 
trade. A box of such raw diamonds is called a 
site. The take-it-or-leave-it aspect Qf the 
trade can sometimes result in the boss 
not being in the best frame of mind. 

However, if a bad lot of stones turns up 
one month, the factory usually makes it up 
the following month. 

ALL MINED diamonds are roughly the 
shape of two pyramids joined together at the 
base, Langman explained. The first cut is 
made across the middle, using brass disc 
saws tipped with diamond dust. 

“Only a diamond can cut a diamond." he 
said, explaining that the movie cliche of the 
diamond cutter studying a stone for months 
before making a cut with the knife is 
largely outdated because of the waste. "Even 
with today’s methods, 50 per cent of the stone 
is lost, but it appreciates in value maybe 300 
per cent.” 

The first cut is alsb the principal facet, 
the others being ground on a steel disc 
impregnated with diamond dust which ro¬ 
tates like a long-playing record. The dia¬ 
mond to be faceted is placed on an arm 
similar to one on a record-player, and rides 
across the surface. 

“Sometimes diamonds break loose from 
the arm and fly across the room. They can 
land almost anyplace and be lost for varying 
periods of time. Usually if one does break 


loose, all workers on the floor will stop and 
look for it for 20 minutes, but after that it’s 
back to production. 

“Sometimes they are never recovered by 
the factory, meaning some worker has man¬ 
aged to spirit them away,” he said. “Some¬ 
times they turn upyears later, maybe on top 
of a lampshade.” 

ANOTHER HAZARD is that diamonds 
have “grain” just like wood, which has to be 
read carefully or the stone will shatter. “I 
lost a few like that in the early days of my ap¬ 
prenticeship. but the boss expects it.” 

Because of regular unscheduled visits by 
the Greys and the fact that the cutters must 
have a clear police record and maintain it or 
lose their jobs, there are few incidents 
in the diamond industry. Langman said. 

He recalled one co-worker who bought a 
small diamond from a dealer, and took it to 
work, switching the stone for a slightly larger 
one. He did this for a number of days 
until he’d worked up to a five-carat stone, but 
was caught because he replaced it with one of 
the wrong color. 

“The factory was robbed once under 
mysterious circumstances and a large num¬ 
ber of diamonds were never recovered,” he 
said. 

ILLICIT DEALING does go on. “You hear 
these James Bond-type stories of men in fast 
cars, planes or even on horseback, crossing 
the borders with diamonds purchased in 
Lesotho or other diatnond centres. 

“Then there’s the Skeleton Coast in Nami¬ 
bia (formerly Southwest Africa), where dia¬ 
mond-hunters run the risks of helicopter and 
dog patrols on thq beaches, after running a 
gauntlet of miles of barbed-wire fences. 

“Many a dealer might be carrying a 
million in diamonds in the breast pocket of 
his suit, trading on the streets of Johannes¬ 
burg, New York or Sydney."
